Cassatt of the Pennsylvania Road is 
among those asked to join in Friday's 
conference. The President has the greatest 
respect for Mr. Cassatt’s well-known busi- 
ness ability und good judgment, and is anx- 
ious that he should give the conference the 
benefit of his opinions. No reply had been 
received from him to-night, though it Is 
not doubted he will attend. 

Neither the President nor his advisers 
allow themselves to speak of the result of 
this action with any degree of confident 
expectation. They say that the President 
done the only practicable thing that 
could be done, and that they can only wait 
for results. On good authority it is said 
that the President has carefully thought 
out his position and how to state it to the 
gentlemen who will meet him in conference. 
It will be an appeal to them on the ground 
of public necessity to meet each other half 
way and settle their differences. The prv- 
gramme for the conference has not been 
arranged yet, but it will avoid any danger 
of a clash between either side. 

The members the Cabinet regard the 
course that has been taken distinctly as the 
President's idea, and some of them express 
the wish that they might be excused from 
attendance Friday. It is understood that 
President Mitchell has some apprehension 
of pressure from labor circles to compel 
him to refuse to entertain overtures of a 
settlement. 

NO DEFINITE PLAN. 

The President expects t meet his visitors 
n the Cabinet Room down stairs, and will 
e carried from his private 
apartments for that purpose. How the con- 
will begin, whether the President 
both sides at once or first one 
the other, and arrange a joint 
conference to take place later, not yet 
decided on. It is expected that the Presi- 
dent will meet both sides informally at 11 
o'clock Friday morning, and then a pro- 
gramme for future action will be agreed on. 
If advisable, separate conferences wi)! be 
held between the President and cacn side, 
and finally a joint conference will be held. 
The current expectation here is that the 
President has really not so difficult a prob- 
lem before him as may appear on the sur- 
face of affairs. It is believed that Secretary 
Root found evidence that the operators 
Were ready to meet the miners half way, 
and that as a result of conferences held 
early in the week in Philadelphia and New 
York, the end of the contention was really 
approaching. A part of this estimate of the 
situation is that the miners are anxious to 
get back to work because of the apprehen- 
sion that they cannot expect to hold the 
ympathy of the working classes cf the 
country, on whom the suffering of a con- 
inuance of the strike must fall. The oper- 
ators, it is said, are willing to recede from 
their positions if the miners will agree to 
go to work and accept the concessions they 
ask later as voluntary acts of admiristra- 
dion. There is therefore reason to expect 
that each side to the controversy will sub- 
mit the basis of an agreement along this 
line, and the’President will then urge that 
if they really in effect agree, the best thing 
they can do is for each to let the other

The 
American people will insist upon the in- 
alienable right of their citizens; the right 
of a man to sell his labor at what price 
and in what market he desires. 

‘“‘“The Governor of Pennsylvania is now 
endeavoring to put the National Guard in 
the field to cope with the condition of 
affairs existing there; but, remember, the 
number of National Guards at the disposal 
of the Governor of Pennsylvania is a very 
small proportion compared to the lawless 
element there. I believe the total number 
of National Guards is about 10,000.

‘Allow me to suggest 
reputable citizens of the country should 
take now; namely, urge enforcement of 
the laws in Pennsylvania, and if Gov. Stone 
has not at his command sufficient forces to 
control the situation, call upon the Presi- 
dent of the United States, and I have no 
hesitancy in saying that the President of 
the United States will at once send suf- 
ficient troops into that region to imme- 
diately procure proper protection; by proper 
protection is meant that the men desiring 
to work shall not only be allowed to do so, 
but shall be protected while doing so, at 
their homes, while going to and from their 
work, and at the operations where they 
are employed, and, in addition to this, while 
the men are absent at work their families 
in their homes must also be protected.

Troops Sent to Repel Night Attack at 
Mines—Engineer on Soldiers’ Sup- 
ply Train Stoned.

SCRANTON, Penn., Oct. 1.—Company D 
of the Eighth Regiment was late to-night 
sent on the “double quick” from Lacka- 
wanna to Sibley, on the side of 3ald 
Mountain, where men were congregating 
for an attack on the Austin Coal Company's 

works. 


MOUNT CARMEL, Penn., Oct. 1.—While 
Engineer F. P, Hoffman was on a Lehigh 
Valley locomotive here last night he was 
stoned by a mob because he was running a 
car full of supplies into the soldiers' en- 
campment. The cab was almost totally 
wrecked. Hoffman escaped injury by lying 
down. Before the mob could jump on to the 
engine a detail of soldiers drove them away, 


WILKESBARRE, Penn., Oct. 1.—The 
Sterling washery at Plymouth, which has 
been in operation for some months past, 
was compelled to suspend operations to- 
day, a crowd of men and boys having cut 
the belting and plugged the machinery. 
When the empi®yes of the washery came 
down from Scranton, they were driven 
away by a mob and forced to return home. 

Sheriff Jacobs was notifed, and he re- 
quested Col. Dougherty of the Ninth Regi- 
ment to send troops to the scene. Two bat- 
talions were sent to Plymouth, but when 
they arrived they found everything quiet 
and the crowd gone. The owners of the 
washery say considerable damage was done 
to the machinery. 

The funeral of Joseph Gillis, the striker 
who was killed at Nanticoke by Coal and 
Iron Policeman Sweeney, took place to- 
day. All the executive officers of the 
United Mine Workers attended. Four 
thousand miners, all members of the 
miners’ union, followed the remains to the 
grave. 

The Coroner's jury investigating the 
tragedy returned a verdict this evening 
that Gillis came to his death from a bullet 
wound inflicted by James Sweeney. 

A number of tramps bombarded the 
Ninth Regiment camp this morning. The 
soldiers fired at the tramps, but they man- 
aged to escape. 


TAMMANY DELEGATES 
IN TRAIN ACCIDENT. 


Two Cars Break Loose from the Others 
Just Opposite Gov. Odell’s House 
in Newburg, N. Y.

NEWBURG, N. Y., Oct. 1.—Just at 8 
o'clock to-night the special train of the 
Tammany delegation from the Saratoga 


i State Convention narrowly escaped a seri- 


accident at Fishkill Landing. The 
train was made up of twelve Pullman 
coaches and was moving at almost sixty 
miles an honr. 

Just as the train rounded a curve near 
the Verplanck House the engine driver felt 
the train make a sudden jump. The bell 
rope warned him something was wrong. 
He blew the whistle and the air brakes 
were put on. 

As soon as the train came to a stop train- 
men went back and found the rear two cars 
had broken from the train. After backing 
up the train and working for some time to 
make the repairs orders were wired from 
the Grand Central Station to sidetrack the 
disabled cars and have the passengers get in 
other coaches. This was done and soon 
after 9 o'clock the trip was resumed.

PETER POWER SUIT 
DISMISSED BY JUDGE 


Action Against Northern Pacific 
Company Ends Abruptly. 


Camille Weidenfeld Scored for “ Prac- 
ticing an Imposition on the Court” 
—Text of the Decision. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Oct. 1. 
decision of Judge Amidon of 
States Circuit Court rendered in the 
Peter Power and Camille Weidenfeld 
against the Northern Pacific Railway Com- 
pany, was made public to-day. Peter Power 
was the original plaintiff in the action, 
and by it sought to enjoin the Northern 
Pacific Railway Company from transfer- 
ring its stock to the Northern Securities 
Company. The case came before Judge 
Amidon on the application of Camille 
Weidenfeld to intervene as a plaintiff, he 
alleging that he, and not Peter Power, 
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Judge Amidon, 
granted the ap- 


which the suit was based. 
after hearing arguments, 
plication for intervention, and then dis- 
missed the entire suit. The important 
points of his decision are as follows: 

“ There are two questions involved in this 
suit; first, the right of Mr. Weidenfeld to 
intervene; and, second, his rights in the 
case if he is permitted to intervene. I have 
decided to grant the petition for interven- 
tion, and an order will be entered in the 
cause granting the petition of intervention 
of Mr. Weidenfeld, and entering him as a 
party of record. I do not do this wholly 
out of consideration for Mr. Weidenfeld. 
There are few circumstances in his conduct 
in connection with the institution 
maintenance of this suit which appeal to 
the discretionary powers of a court of 
equity. The features of Mr. Weidenfeld’s 
conduct, to which I have adverted, relate 
entirely to his conduct in connection with 
this suit at the time of its inception and in 
the course of its prosecution. 

‘The original bill had for its primary ob- 
ject the restraining of the Northern Pacific 
Railway Company from retiring its pre- 
ferred stock. Under the charter of the 
company its right to do that could be exer- 
cised only on the first day of January. 
Early in the month of November the Board 
of Directors formally determined to retire 
the preferred stock of Jan. 1. 1902. This 
intention was communicated to the stock- 
holders of the company by official notice. 
Mr. Weidenfeld, among others, knew of 
that fact, and yet he stood by and did not 
file his bill until Dec. 30, when, if he could 
have succeeded by virtue of the temporary 
injunction in throwing the matter over on 
the first day of January, 1902, the whole 
matter would have been defeated for at 
least another twelve months. 

‘To-day Mr. Weidenfeld’s counsel appear 
here, on the final hearing of this cause, 
and say that the right of the Northern Pa- 
cific Railway Company to retire its pre- 
ferred stock is so plain as to be beyond the 
realm of controversy. They raise no ques- 
tion upon that subject. In bringing these 
two ends of this lawsuit together and plac- 
ing them in contrast, one can judge, to 
some extent, of the meritoriousness of the 
proceeding. 

“The second feature of Mr. Weidenfeld's 
conduct that I have in mind is the fact that 
in bringing this suit, and in its prosecution 
in the name of Peter Power, he has prac- 
ticed an imposition upon the court. 

*“* Now, in carrying forward the litigation 
under those circumstances, I say he was 
guilty of a gross imposition upon the court, 
and when his adversary has uncovered this 
fraud and disclosed that fact, it does not 
stand in good faith or appeal to equitable 
considerations for Mr. Weidenfeld to ste

Archbishop of Toulouse Says His Holi- 
ness Is Too Wise to Intervene in 
Favor of the Orders Now.

LONDON, Oct. 2.—The Archbishop of 
Toulouse, who headed a recent pilgrim- 
age to Rome, was asked, says the Paris 
correspondent of The Times, whether the 
Pope would intervene in favor of the re- 
ligious orders. The Archbishop replied: 
‘“‘Leo XIII. and fond of 
France to intervene now. He compre- 
hends too well that the enemies of the 
Church ask nothing better than to extort 
from him some protest giving them a 
pretext for persecutions. It is for those 
who have received his instructions to 
obey. The Pope's silénce is the best proof 
of bis affection for France.”

ALBANIANS MURDER 
A RUSSIAN CONSUL. 


Czar’s Representative at Uskub Said 
to Have Been Siain. 


LONDON, Oct. 2.—In a dispatch in which 
he refers to the Macedonian revolt, the 
Vienna correspondent of The Daily Ex- 
press reports sthat Albanians have mur- 
dered the Russian Consul at Uskub, Euro- 
pean Turkey. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 1.—The Greek 
Legation has informed the Porte that 150 
Greek notables have ‘ been murdered by 
3ulgarians in the districts of Monastir and 
Salonika in the past two months, and has 
asked what steps Turkey proposes to take 
for the protection of Greeks. 

The Turkish troops sent in pursuit of the 
Albanian insurgent chiefs who destroyed 
the railroad between Uskub and Mitro- 
vitza, have driven the Albanians into the 
mountains and have pillaged and burned 
the Albanian towns of Babronitch and Ku- 
prulu.

and he is morally responsible for what 
they did. 

**So I say that, in granting his petition 
of intervention, I am not moved to do it 
by any equitable considerations in his case. 
I am rather moved to it from the fact that 
this record ought to be made to speak the 
truth. This suit throughout has been the 
suit of Mr, Weidenfeld, and he ought now 
to be brought upon this record to speak 
and act and answer for himself, and also 
that the same relief may be granted in 
this suit now as would have been granted 
had it not been for this imposition upon 
the court, and if Mr. Weidenfeld had ap- 
peared upon the record, as he was in fact, 
the complainant in this cause. 

‘““This brings me to a consideration of 
the cause on its merits. There are two 
questions presented. The first is as to the 
validity of the retirement of the preferred 
stock of the Northern Pacific company. 
That is not now controverted, but it is con- 
troverted in the pleadings. The evidence 
leaves not the slightest doubt of the entire 
propriety of the conduct of counsel for the 
complainant in now saying that they do 
not urge that controyersy. The evidence 
in the cause, in other words, leaves no 
doubt that that act was entirely valid. The 
decree will, therefore, so declare, and as to 
that feature of the issues presented by the 
original bill, and the bill in jntervention 
and the answers thereto, these bills will be 
G@ismissed upon the merits.”

The bonds are taken care 
of by a syndicate which was formed last 
Spring.

AMENDED CHARTER FILED. 


Details of the Reorganization of the 
International Navigation Company 
with Change of Name. 


Special to The New York Times. 

TRENTON, N. J., Oct. 1.—The projected 
combination of steamship lines was char- 
tered to-day, the promoters taking advan- 
tage of the old charter of the Internation- 
al Navigation Company that was incor- 
porated here on June 6, 1893, with an au- 
thorized capital stock of $15,000,000. In an 
amended charter the name been 
changed to that of the International Mer- 
cantile’ Marine Company, and the capital 
stock increased to $120,000,000, equally di- 
vided into $60,000,000 of preferred stock, 
bearing 6 per cent. cumulative dividends, 
and $60,000,000 of common stock. There is 
a similarity in the amended charter of the 
company to that of the United States Steel 
Corporation. The amendments were adopt- 
ed at a meeting of the Directors of the 
original company held on Sept. 17, and rati- 
fied subsequently by the stockholders. 

By the amendments it was provided that 
the company should issue bonds, aggregat- 
ing $75,000,000, and be known 4% per 
cent. mortgage and collateral trust gold 
bonds, It was decided also that the exist- 
ence of the company, instead of terminat- 
ing on June 1, 1943, should be perpetual. 
Provision was made that the dividends on 
the common stock should not in any year 
exceed 10 per cent., so long as there should 
remain outstanding and unredeemed any of 


the bonds referred to. Another change in 
the original certificate is that the number 
of Directors may from time to time be 
fixed by the by-laws, which shall pre- 
scribe what shall constitute a quorum. 
The Directors may hold their meetings 
outside of the State of New Jersey. Ad- 
vantage is taken in the charter of an act 
of 1901, under which an action heretofore 
requiring the consent of at least two-thirds 
of the stock of the corporation may be 
taken by two-thirds in interests of the 
stock represented at any regular or duly 
-alled meeting. Provision is made that any 
officer may be removed at any time by an 
affirmative vote of the majority of the 
Board of Directors, and the Directors have 
power to appoint officers other than those 
provided for in the original charter, among 
those mentioned being Vice Presidents, As- 
sistant Secretaries, and Assistant Treas- 
urers. s

BRITAIN’S ARRANGEMENT

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WITH THE SHIP TRUST. | 


Latter’s Undertaking Only What Was 
Always Intended—A Change of 
Policy Not Involved. 


LONDON, Oct. 2.—As usual the British 
press has completely misunderstood the 
gist of the latest development in the ship- 
ping combination, attributing it to mo- 
tives which do not exist, and coupling with 
it weird secret agreements that were never 
contemplated. 

From the highest sources it is learned 
that the statement of the Right Hon. Ger- 
ald Balfour, President of the Board of 
Trade, at Sheffield on Tuesday night, ex- 
wherein it concerned the financial ar- 
rangements with the Cunard Line, did not 


in the slightest degree alter the conditions 
that previously existed. 

“From the commencement,” said one of 
those chiefly interested in the Atlarttic 
combination, ‘‘ we have intended that ves- 
sels which were British when the combine 
was begun should remain 3ritish. Any 
sane business man reading our agreement 
with Harland & Wolff could arrive at no 
other conclusion. Taking into account the 
cost of building and the rates of wages in 
the shipping business prevailing in the 
United States, it was a policy so obvious 
that it is hard to understand how it could 
be misinterpreted. The trouble all along 
has been that the English papers insisted 
on believing or pretending to believe that 
the combine was a matter of high politics, 
instead of being a purely commercial agree- 
ment in which English capital is vastly 
concerned. 

“ The absurd suggestion that the Morgans 
get a quid pro quo is another instance of 
persistent ignorance of the situation. Mr. 
Balfour told all that was to be told, and 
merely explained what have always been 
the plans of the combine in a way that 
would allay this unfounded agitation in 
England. 

‘All that is behind the scenes consists in 
the motives which prompted us to give the 
public a specific undertaking. We gave it 


cept 


/ on account of the rumors that several Mem- 


bers of Parliament interested in shipping 
were preparing a bill to prevent vessels 
from using the British flag unless owned 
by English capital. That would have serious- 
ly embarrassed the Government, and would 
have been a more stringent shipping law 
than exists in the United States. To pre- 
vent a misunderstanding, we gave our word 
that British prestige should be maintained. 
Our word was taken as sufficient, and in 
return we take the present Government's 
word that they will not sanction any such 
legislation as I have mentioned. In both 
cases the guarantee is perhaps rather senti- 
mental But the Morgans may be expected 
to last as long as a Government elected by 
one party in the United Kingdom. 

‘So far as the combine is concerned, Mr. 
Balfour's announcement contains no change 
of policy. We have given nothing we in- 
tended to withhold, and the Government 
has conferred no material favors on the 
combine. 

‘Regarding the Cunard Line, I do not 
agree with the opinion in English shipping 
circles that the increase of its subsidy and 
the loan of money signify the pauperiza- 
tion of that company. From a political 
point of view it was necessary for the Gov- 
ernment to take some steps to soothe the 
ruffled feelings of a section of its con- 
stituents—hence the additional subsidy. As 
to the loan, there are still many laymen 
and some naval officers who believe that 
mercantile cruisers faster than those »»s- 
sessed by other nations increase the naval 
strength of the country. Anyway 24 to 
25 knot cruisers, all British, will be ready 
to be turned over to the Government in 
case of war. It will help the Britishers to 
sleep quieter. 

Those engaged in the negotiations for a 
fast Canadian steamship line express fear 
that the Government's arrangements with 
the Morgan combination and the Cunard 
Company will prevent it from furnishing 
any substantial assistance to the Canadian 
project. While this is not likely to be 
abandoned, it is pointed out that Canada 
will probably have to be contented with < 
slower and less ambitious service. 

The comments of the afternoon news- 
papers yesterday on the shipping agree- 
ment were by means so self-congratulatory 
as those of the morning papers. ‘‘ There is 
nothing to crow about,”’ said The St.James’s 
Gazette. ‘‘We pay handsomely to keep 
the Cunard ships, and the deal with the 
Morgan-Pirrie concern is a very rickety 
business. It is specious, but we regard it 
with considerable doubt. Nothing is said 
about preferential rates, and since the con- 
trol of the whole affair may be vested in a 
board exclusively Yankee, we fail to see 
any great value in the supposed _ safe- 
guards The most amazing provision is 
that whereby, if Mr. Morgan attempts to 
injure our trade, we can punish him by 
permitting him to place his ships under 
American control, under the Stars and 
Stripes, and by relieving him of the obli- 
gation to carry British officers and sea- 


men. 

The Westminster Gazette asked: ‘* What 
is Mr. Morgan’s quid pro quo?” and said it 
thought there must be some compensatory 
agreement, by which rates could‘not be cut, 
between the Cunard Line and the Morgan 


combination. 


CUNARD LINE’S SUBSIDY. 


LONDON, Oct. 2.—A day’s reflection ap- 
pears to have convinced many people that 
the Government has treated the Cunard 
Line too generously, and considerable 
jection is crystallizing around the question 
whether the Government has not acted over 
hastily in thus departing from its tradi- 
tional policy with regard to subsidies. 

The strongest objection is made to the 
providing of money with which to build 
new steamships. It is argued that this will 
make a difficult precedent, as other ship- 
ping companies are certain to demand sim- 
ilar privileges, which it will be found hard 
to refuse. It is feared also that the Amer- 
ican and other Governments will retaliate 
by increasing their subsidies.

LARGE TOBACCO SHIPMENT. 


Special to The New York Times. 
BALTIMORE, Md., Oct. 1.—The largest 
consignment of plug tobacco ever shipped 
on one order in the United States arrived 
at Baltimore this morning. The shipment 


consisted of an entire train of ten cars, 
and was received by F. A. Davis & Sons, 
wholesale tobacco dealers, from the R. J. 
Reynolds Tobacco Company of Winston- 
Salem, N. C. The actual weight of the 
consignment is 187,895 pounds, and repre- 
sents about $60,000. There are about 13,862 
boxes in the lot, which vary in size and 
weight. 

This tobacco would supply between 1,500,- 
000 and 2,000,000 men with a five-cent plug 
each. If it were loaded on one-horse drays 
the drays. would form a line about one mile 
long. There were about ten different va- 
rieties of tobacco. It will be reshipped in 
smaller lots to all parts of the country.

CHAIRMAN LITTLETON’S SPEECH 


He Says the President Undertook to 
Dispose of Trust Regulation 
in Skirmish Fight. 


SARATOGA, 
Chairmanship of the Democratic 
tion, Martin W. Littleton said: 

“ Gentlemen of the Convention: 

*‘ Assembled as the representatives of the 
Democracy of the State to do its will, we 
should diligently and earnestly give our- 
selves to that solemn duty. We shall make 
this memorable in political if 
we that henceforth and forever our 


convention shall be free and deliberative; 
that the sovereignty of our party shall 
abide in the untrammeled judgment of its 
entire membership; tnat we will reclaim 
from the wreck of political machines the 
individual citizen and restore him to a 
place of dignity and freedom within party 
councils; that we will re-enlist in the regu- 
lar service that vast army of independent 
volunteers who have on account of drastic 
discipline henceforth forsaken active duty, 
and we will make our cause worthy of 
their patriotic devotion. 

“There cannot be a permanent 
creed sufficient to solve all political prob- 
lems and adequate to restrain future arty 
action. There is no far-reaching, all-per- 
vading principle at whose magic touch vex- 
atious questions become plain and simple 
paths to follow. 

* Having committed ourselves to the pol- 
icy of holding no tradition too old to 
sert when it becomes useless, and no con- 
dition too acute or difficult to encounter 
when it confronts us, we must prepare our- 
for a fierce attack upon a powerful 
but a panicstricken adversary. In the very 
midst of a profound political peace in the 
Nation, two years this side of a National 
election, we find a most extraordinary 
activity among prominent Republican of- 
ficials. 

““The President, although strenuously 
diligent in the discharge of his grave du- 
ties, finds it necessary, or agreeable, or 
both, to make a tour of the New England 
States, speaking at every place of interest. 
The burden of his vigorous oratory at first 
Was an extravagant deiense of his Cabinet, 
coupled with a perpetual injunction to his 
hearers to not hesitate in doing the ‘ rough 
work of life.’ Much of this could be for- 
given to his ardent infatuation for his of- 
ficial family. But something in his keen 
observation of the people led him to be- 
lieve that they were not so much inter- 
ested in his official family and the ‘ rough 
work’ as they were in the question of the 
regulation of trusts. 

“ True:.to reckless disregard 
quence, he undertook to dispose 
profound economical problem in a 
fight. Let it be said in praise of his can- 
dor, if not of his ingenuity, that he ad- 
mitted at the outset the urgent necessity of 
strong supervising hand—an admission 
which the whole Republican Party would 
rejoice were it unmade. He saw the sol- 
emir mountains lifting themselves into the 
clouds, everlasting monuments, testifying 
to the bountiful wisdom of Providence .in 
storing within their granite vaults the heat 
of a century of suns to the end that man 
should find fuel for fireside and furnace, 
and he remembered the blight of the black 
famine. And everywhere he saw the plen- 
tiful provisions of nature appropriated to 
the artificial uses of man. 

‘‘He hastened to assure them of a rem- 
edy. Simply stated, the remedy is to have 
all the States meet in due season, and first 
solemnly admit that they are powerless to 
cope with these harmless ‘ Captains of In- 
dustry and to agree to delegate to the 
Federal Government all power which they 
now possess upon that subject. Then let 
the Federal Government take charge of 
them, and the President solemnly promises 
that he would to it that the Federal 
Government would control them. In view 
of the fact that the processes of amend- 
ment and enactment will require nearly 
nine years, it not too much to say that 
this a ‘strenuous’ promise. This revo- 
lutionary remedy would typify trust de- 
velopment by taking all the power of all 
the States and delegating it to the Federal 
Government. 

“The President 
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says that he does not 
regard the reduction of tariff duties upon 
trust-made articles as an efficient or safe 
remedy, because it would injure the legiti- 
mate as well as the illegitimate industries. 
He pleads for sanity in the treatment of 
this question, and begs us not to disturb 
present conditions by radical action. We 
do not propose to disturb, we do not pro- 
pose to attack legitimate industries; we do 
not seek to take away from them anything 
which belongs to them; but we propose to 
withhold the aid of this great Government 
from them; we propose to make them stand 
alone; we propose to take away the un- 
necessary protection now afforded them by 
the Government, and let the commercial 
batteries of the world be trained upon them 
with the shot and shell competition 
until they are driven from their entrench- 
ment of protection out into the open rield 
honest trade.

Party now proposes to revolutionize the 
Government—change its form and further 
encroach upon the right of local self-govern- 
ment in the States. The President says we 
must be careful to distinguish between the 
good and the bad trusts; but he has never 
been so bold as to give us an ‘example 
of a good or a bad one. He instances the 
Anthracite Coal Trust and the Standard 
Oil as two combinations which do not en- 
joy the benefits of a tariff in their favor. 
In this he made an unpardonable blunder. 
Paragraph 523 of the free list of the act of 
July 14, 1870, provides: ‘Coal, anthracite, 
not specially provided for in this act,’ (free), 
&c. Paragraph 415: ‘Coal, bituminous, and 
all coals containing less than 92 per centum 
of fixed carbon and shale, 67 cents per ton 
of 28 bushels, 80 pounds to the bushel.’ 

“The Board of General Appraisers, Jan. 
17, 1898, in the following language, con- 
strued these two paragraphs: ‘* Properly 
construed, the provisions quoted exempt 
from duty only such anthracite coal as con- 
tains 92 per cent. or more of fixed carbon, 
as the provisions stated in Paragraph 415 
clearly apply to all anthracite coal. con- 
taining less than 92 per cent, of fixed car- 
bon. By reference to The Congressional 
Record under date of June 380, 1807, it will 
be seen that the proposition to impose a 
duty of 67 cents per ton on all coals con- 
taining 92 per cent. of fixed carbon was in- 
tended to cover anthracite coal 

“The Secretary of War is out on the 
highways of politics, willing at all times to 
admit that the present Administration is 
perhaps the ablest and most efficient In the 
history of the Nation. 

‘The Speaker of the House, though 
searred by service in battles fierce and in- 
durated to all wearing experiences of poli- 
tics, does not care to encounter the people 
of his district and give a reason for the 
Government continuing to support monopo- 
lies.

The Ramapo Com- 
pany was the organization that attempted 
to rush through a plan whereby it was to 
obtain the city’s water rights for forty 
years, realizing therefrom about $5,000,000 
a year. 

The Controller, before and after he rose 
to prominence through his exposure of the 
*grab,"’ was known as a friend of educa- 
tion and of public libraries, and as one of 
the leaders in the movement to secure bet- 
ter transit facilities in the city’s five bor- 
oughs. His opinion on rapid transit ques- 
tions Kas been that tunnels, not bridges, 
ought to be constructed in the future. In 
educational matters he has said that he 
favored rudimentary, solid training: for all 
the children in preference to select, higher 
training for a chosen few.

Advocate Ownership and Operation 
of Anthracite Mines. 


REVISION 


FAVOR TARIFF 


This Is Declared to be “Supreme Duty 
of the Hour ”—A Denunciation 
of Trusts—For 1,000-Ton 
Barge Canal. 


SARATOGA, Oct. 1.—Following is the 


platform adopted by the State Democrats 
in convention at Saratoga to-day: 

“The Democrats of New York in con- 
vention assembled, renewing their alle- 
“giance to the time-honored political prin- 
ciples of Thomas Jefferson, believe that 
the applicatiqn of those principles of Fed- 
eral and State Governments is particularly 
essential at the present time to the welfare 
of our country. 

“For six years at Washington and for 
eight years at Albany the Republican Party 
has had absolute control of executive, leg- 
islative, and judicial departments of Gov- 
ernment. There has been no divided polit- 
ical responsibility for existing evils per- 
mitted by wrong policies and for grave 
dangers threatened by radical departures 
from true conceptions of American purpose, 
Conditions frequently require new meas- 
ures and impose new responsibilities, but 
true regard for the country’s interests de- 
mands that the application of those meas- 
ures and the discharge of those responsi- 
bilities shall be guided by steadfast fidel- 
ity to fundamental American principles. 
Measured by that standard, the Republican 
Party has been unfaithful to its trust, 
has made expediency its god and in its 
geal for power is even attempting to trans- 
form our American Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, 

* Relief can only come by prompt return 
¢ the sound principles promulgated by 
Jefferson, observed by our country through 
two-thirds of its history, believed in by the 
great masses of the American people, and 
advocated by the Democratic Party. That 
the people demanf such a return to the 
ideal of justice, equality, and liberty upon 
which our Government is founded is clear- 
ly evidenced by prevailing popular alarm 
over existing tendencies, and by the un- 
mistakable signs of demoralization in the 
party responsible for them. 

“The Democratic Party stands for Jef- 
fersonian principles as reiterated from time 
to time in our National and State plat~ 
forms, and those which are now regarded as 
timely and to which public attention is at 
present largely directed, may appropriate- 
ly be restated: 

REVISION OF THE TARIFF. 


“We believe with Jefferson in commer- 
cial freedom. Tariff taxation, like all other 
taxation, should be limited to the necessi- 
ties of the Government economically ad- 
ministered. It should be imposed for public 
objects only, and never for private pur- 
poses. It is not the province of the Govern- 
ment to abuse the power of taxation by 
enriching the few at the expense of the 
many. Protection to the consumers from 
unjust tariff exactions is the ‘ protection’ 
which the people demand, and the manu- 
facturers of the country require relief from 
imposts upon their raw materials that by 
increasing the cost of their product thwart 
their efforts to enter foreign markets. 

“When tariffs are not needed for reve- 
nue they should be eliminated, and thereby 
extend and promote our market abroad. 
The policy of reciprocal trade is the tradi- 
tional Democratic policy, and is in harmony 
with the spirit of the times. The period of 
exclusiveness is past. The expansion of 
our trade and commerce is the pressing 
problem. 

“The immediate revision of the tariff is 
the supreme duty of the hour. 

“We are opposed to any system of taxa- 
tion that raises hundreds of millions of 
dollars more than is necessary to pay: the 
expenses of the Government, and locks the 
same in the vaults of the Treasury, thereby 
contracting the circulating medium of the 
country that is needed by the people in the 
transaction of their business, creating a 
stringency fn the financigl centres of our 
country and compelling merchants and 
manufacturers to pay exorbitant rates of 
interest. 


TRUSTS AND MONOPOLIES. 


“The Democratic Party is opposed to 
those gigantic corporate combinations 
commonly known as trusts, which prac- 
4 Ally establish monopolies, destroy com- 
petition, control the raw material, and in- 
crease the price of finished product, thus 
injuriously affecting both producer and con- 
sumer; they lessen the employment of la- 
bor, arbitrarily fix the terms and conditions 
thereof, and deprive individual energy and 
small capital of their opportunity for bet- 
terment. They effectually appropriate the 
fruits of industry to the benefit of a few 
thousands at the expense of the many mill- 
fons of the people, thus concentrating 
wealth in certain limited classes rather 
than in the masses of our citizenship. We 
especially condemn the Beef and Coal 


Trusts, which have unreasonably raised the 
price of meat and coal to an extent which 
threatens the impoverishment and lives of 
the people. ‘ 

“These trust evils are the legitimate 
product of the Republican policies; they are 
fostered by Republican laws and excused, 
apologized for, defended, and protected by 
Republican Administrations in return for 
campaign subscriptions and political sup- 
port. 

‘We promise the people relief from the 

exorbitant prices of the necessaries of life 
and from the abnormal and illegitimate in- 
crease in the present cost of living, and 
particularly occasioned by trust exactions. 
=xisting laws against trusts must be en- 
forced, more stringent ones must be enact- 
ed, reasonable limitations and restrictions 
should be imposed upon the extent to which 
wealth shall be permitted to combine and 
virtually monopolize any branch of indus- 
try or the production of any article of 
merchandise; and the whole Constitutional 
power of Congress over the subject of taxa- 
tion; inter-State commerce, the mails, and 
inter-State communication 
should be exercised by the enactment of 
comprehensive laws and the vast legisla- 
tive powers of the States shall be invoked 
to the end that the people may have ade- 
quate relief from present intolerable trust 
conditions. And as another means of im- 
mediate and practical alleviation the pres- 
ent Republican tariff laws should be 
amended by putting those products of 
trusts which are essential to the life, com- 
fort and necessities of the people, upon the 
free list and thereby prevent the further 
continuance of monopoly under the plea of 
protection. 

‘‘We reiterate that provision of the Na- 
tional Democratic platform which declares 
that we condemn the Dingley tariff iaw 
as a trust-breeding measure, skillfully de- 
vised to give to the few favors which they 
do not deserve and to place upon the many 
burdens which they should not bear. 

“The Republican Party confesses itself 
unwilling or incompetent to deal with this 
problem. Its National and State platforms 
contain cunningly devised phrases, which, 
however, scarcely conceal the insincerliy 
of their pretensions, and are only designed 
to still further deceive and mislead the 
people and postpone the relief which they 
demand; while the diffuse, evasive, and 
contradictory partisan speeches of the 
President, in which he criticises every sim- 

le and plain remedy proposed and hints 

t redress in the far-distant future by 
‘means of an impracticable, dangerous, and 
doubtful scheme of a constitutional amend- 
ment—only exhibits the grotesqueness of 
his attempt to ride two horses upon this 
subject. in his endeavor to please the peo- 

le and at the same time not offend the 
rusts. 

“There is no middle ground on this ques- 
tion; those who are not against the trusts 
are in favor of them. 

“The suggestion of a _ constitutional 
amendment is not new. It was previously 
proposed in the Republican House of Rep-

resentatives just before the National elec- 
tion of 1900, and thereafter immediatcly 
dropped from consideration; it was not ap- 
proved in the Republican National plat- 
form of that year, nor recommended in the 
messages of any Republican President; it 
has only been revived after the recent ad- 
journment of Congress when the oppor- 
tunity for its passage had gone, and is sim- 
ply another ‘ignis fatuus’ proposition of 
procrastination intended to prevent imme- 
diate remedial legislation. 

“The Republican Party cannot escape 
responsibility for existing trust conditions. 
In full control of all branches of the Na- 
tional Government, as well as of this State, 
its failure to enact adequate legislation or 
to successfully enforce existing anti-trust 
laws, attest either the insincerity of its 
professions or the incompetency of its ad- 
ministrations. We condemn the neglect of 
the Federal and State administrations to 
enforce the provisions of the statutes 
known as the Sherman anti-trust law, the 
Donnelly anti-trust law, and the conspiracy 
laws defining crimes against the trust com- 
binations violating them. 


NO BRITISH COLONIAL SYSTEM. 


“We believe in territorial expansion—the 
expansion of Jefferson and of Polk—and in 
the honorable acquisition of desirable ter- 
ritory which can be erected into States in 
the Union, and whose people are willing 
and fit or capable of becoming fi for 


American citizenship. We favor trade ex- 
pansion by every peaceful and tegitimate 
means. But we are unalterably opposed to 
the seizing or purchasing of distant lands 
to be held as colonies analogous to the 
British colonial system, to be governed 
outside of the Constitution, and whose peo- 
ple can never ‘become citizens. 

“We condemn the Philippine policy of 
the present Administration. The Filipinos 
cannot become citizens without endanger- 
ing our civilization; they cannot be subjects 
without imperiling our form of Govern- 
ment. The National policy toward them 
should not remain uncertain and vacillat- 
ing, but the purpose of the Nation as to 
the ultimate government or disposition of 
those islands should be in harmony with 
our traditions and should be explicitly de- 
clared. 

“As the original friends and advocates of 
the cause of Cuban independence, to the sup- 
port of which a Republican Administration 
only reluctantly yielded. Democrats de- 
mand justice for Cuba in the reduction of 
tariff upon her principal products, not a 
mere paltry reduction of 20 per cent. of ex- 
isting duties which a Republican President 
professed a willingness to grant, and to 
which even his own party in Congress does 
not assent, but the full measure of justice 
involved in the reduction of the tariff to a 
The refusal of the 
Congress, under the 
selfish interests, to 
give Cuba, through proper tariff conces- 
sions, a living chance of establishing a 
stable and efficient Government under her 
flag, was a shameful betrayal of National 
honor. We call the attention of the people 
to the equivocal character of the Repub- 
lican platform in this State which only 
favors that relief to Cuba ‘ proposed by the 
Republicans in Congress,’ while some of the 
Republicans in Congress proposed one 
thing and some another, and nothing what- 
ever was accomplished. 

“Adequate justice to Cuba can only be 
obtained through the election of a Demo- 
cratic Congress. 


OWNERSHIP OF COAL MINES. 


“We advocate the National ownership 
and operation of the anthracite coal mines 
by the exercise of the right of eminent do- 
main with just compensation to owners. 
Ninety per cent. of the anthracite coal de- 
posits of the world being in the State of 
Pennsylvania, National ownership can but 
be in the interests of the whole people. 

“Fuel, like water, being a public neces- 
sity, we advocate National ownership and 
operation of the mines as a solution of the 
problem which will relieve the country from 
the sufferings which follow differences be- 
tween labor and capital in the anthracite 
mines. This course will insure peace in the 
mining regions and remove the cause for 
differences leading not only to suffering, 
but ofttimes to bloodshed and insurrection. 

“It will relieve the consumers of coal, 
not only in this State, but throughout the 
whole country; insure steady employment 
and ample compensation to labor; transfer 
children from the mines to the schools; 
insure, strengthen, and preserve the stabil- 
ity of the business interests and popular 
institutions of our country. Whatever dif- 
ferences of opinion may exist over other 
propositions of public ownership, the pro- 
priety of that policy as applied to anthra- 
cite coal mines must be apparent to every 
citizen. : 


STATE EXTRAVAGANCE. 
“Republican control of the Executive and 
legislative branches of State Government for 
eight years has increased appropriations 
$7,000,000, or nearly 50 per cent. The 


bursements of the chief administrative of- 
fices for salaries and expenses have in- 
creased over $1,000,000, or 130 per cent. 

“The cost of State printing has increased 
nearly $500,000, or nearly 200 per cent. The 
extravagance in all branches of govers- 
ment betrays the insincerity of the Repub- 
lican Party's professions of economy. The 
last Democratic administration left the 
State free from bonded debt. To-day it 
has a bonded debt of $10,000,000, most of 
which largely incurred in canal expediture 
was shown by official report to have been 
scandalously wasted. To conceal its ex- 
travagances and cause the people to be- 
lieve that their Government is economically 
administered the Republican Party claims 
to have abolished direct State taxation. 
This alleged achievement is a fraud on the 
taxpayers. What has actually been done is 
to apply to this year's appropriations, a 
Treasury balance of $5,500,000, accumulated 
from taxation previous to Gov. Odell’s ad- 
ministration, and to authorize by special 
legislation the borrowing of $8,000,000 to 
make up any deficiency in State revenues. 
Such financiering is unworthy of the Em- 
pire State. The Democratic Party points 
with satisfaction to its own record of eco- 
nomical administration, which stands out 
in proud contrast. 


HOME RULE FOR MUNICIPALITIES. 


““We favor home rule for municipalities. 
We are opposed to the dangerous and un- 
warranted centralization of power in the 
State Government, which has characterized 
recent Republican legislation. 

“The Republican policy is the exaltation 


of the State and the belittlement of local- 
ities and individuals. 

“The Republican Governor and Legis- 
lature have been engaged in steadily but 
surely reg none functions which properly 
belong to localities. 

“They have taken away from localities 
all control of local excise matters. 

“They have deprived local assessors of 
the power of assessment of local property 
of the value of hundreds of millions of 
dollars, and vested it in three Republican 
politicians appointed by a Republican Gov- 
ernor. 

“They have deprived local Surrogates 
of many counties of the functions of valu- 
ing the estates of deceased persons, and 
transferred it to oqnesmnes appointed by 
a State officer at Albany. 

“They have deprived boards of super- 
visors of many of their local functions, 
which they had exercised from time im- 
memorial, and conferred them upon offi- 
cials appointed by the Legislature itself, 
in defiance of all principles of local self- 
government. For political purposes they 
have legislated out of office local school 
officials elected by the people, and _ ap- 
pointed others in their places, named by 
the Governor and the Legislature. They 
have, in numerous instances, deprived coun- 
ties of the privilege of naming dates for 
the election of their town officers, agree- 
able to their own convenience and wishes, 
and arbitrarily fixed the times thereof. 

‘They have almost uniformly disregarded 
the vetoes by Mayors and Common Councils 
of proposed legislative enactment affecting 
the municipalities. 

“They have assumed control of elections 
in Greater New York through the instru- 
mentality of a ‘State’ Superintendent of 
Elections, thereby usurping the functions 
of local election authorities. 

“It is unnecessary to multiply instances. 
Each year the effort to concentrate power 
in State officials and deprive localities of 
power in local affairs becomes more pro- 
nounced. 

‘The leader of the Republican Party in 
this State has recently publicly declared 
that in case of Republican success in the 
coming election, a State constabulary bill 
will be passed by the next Legislature. 

‘The deprivation of localities of the right 
to select their own police would be the 
crowning triumph of their rapidly increas- 
ing and dangerous policy of centralization. 


IMPROVEMENT OF THE CANALS. 


“The canals have given to the State of 
New York the commercial primacy of the 
union. They have earned millions of dol- 
lers in direct revenue from tolls over and 
above the cost on construction, improve- 
ment, and operation, while by their traffic 


the wealth of the State has been incalcula- 
bly increased, a chain of populous cities 
stretching from Albany to Buffalo created, 
and the trade of .the country immensely 
benefited by the maintenance of low rates 
of transportation. 

‘“‘Under Republican neglect the canal sys- 
tem of the State, a priceless asset of the 
eople, has wasted in value and in utility 
rom year to year, until the public calamity 
of their entire destruction and abandon- 
ment can be averted only by measures of 
improvement. 

‘Our Republican opponents, cowering un- 
der the responsibility of the incompetence 
and corruption through which $9,000,000 of

THE NEW 


Ze people’s money was irrevocably squan- 
dered upon an ill-advised project of canal 
enlargement, dare not ask for a fresh au- 
thorization and further funds. Their in- 
sincere platform discloses their deliberate 
intent to postpone the issue until the ruin 
of the canals shall have become complete. 

“We pledge ourselves to save and build 
up and improve the canals. Believing that 
State money spent in makeshift and half- 
Way measures would be wholly wasted, we 
covenant with the people to prepare and 
submit to them immediately for their sanc- 
tion a plan of canal improvement providing 
for a gs capacity of 1,000 tons for the 
Erie and Oswego Canals, and adequate and 
recessary improvement of the other canals 
of the State. The maintenance of water 
transportation by modern methods between 
the Atlantic seaboard and the Great Lakes 
will meet the needs and promote the pros- 
perity of communities of the interior and 
will give to the farmer, the manufacturer, 
and the tradesman the benefit of low rates 
of transportation which will attract to the 
waterways of New York a traffic that the 
Republican policy of neglect has diverted 
to other channeis, and will establisi the 
export and import trade of our great sea- 
port city in unconquerable supremacy. 


GOOD ROADS. . 


“A Democratic Governor first recom- 
mended the establishment of a wise sys- 
tem of good roads. A Republican Legislat- 
ure refused [ts sanction. Roads connecting 
one county with another, thereby forming a 
complete system of continuous. highways 
throughout the State, are desirable and 
may be secured by intelligent legislation. 


The defect in the present law is the possi- 
bility of adding many millions of dollars 
to public expenditures without procuring 
for the State consecutive highways, but 
merely detached and widely separated 
pieces of roads of local benefit only. 

‘ The Republican Party is responsible for 
the present law. What is needed is such 
legislation as will provide a system of well- 
located highways through each county, 
cennecting with those in adjoining countigs, 
in order that the benefits of public ex- 
penditures for good roads my inure to 
the whole people. 


EXCISE MATTERS. 


“* We favor a just and equitable excise law 
in which, among other things, the home rule 
principle shall be recognized. Excise func- 
tions are essentially local in their charac- 
ter and should be administered by local of- 
ficials and not by a political State depart- 
ment at Albany, with its hundreds of offi- 
cials, counsel, spies, informers, and Inspect- 
ors, all of one political party and appointed, 
controlled, and directed by a single head. 
All excise revenues should belong to the 
respective locaiities where the licenses are 
issued and should be applied in reduction of 
their own burdensome local taxation. Lo- 
cal revenues for local purposes and State 
revenues for State purposes is the just and 
proper rule. Excise reform is demanded 
for the promotion of the best interests of 
this great State and its numerous cosmopol- 
itan cities, 


THE ADIRONDACK FORESTS. 


“We condemn the policy of the present 
Republican Governor in abandoning the 
purchase of lands within the limits of the 
Adirondack Park. These woods are neces- 
sary for the protection of the water supply 
of the rivers and canals of the State and 


serve also as a pleasufe grouna and health 
resort for the people. If intrusted with au- 
thority, we pledge ourselves to the imme- 
diate resumption of the volicy inaugurated 
by a Democratic Governor for the acquisi- 
tion, for the sole benefit of the people, of 
the Adirondack forest lands, and we recog- 
nize the necessity of furnishing full and 
adequate protection for game animals, 
fishes, song and game birds, and we pledge 
ourselves to secure the enactment of just 
laws to this end. 


HOSPITALS AND CHARITIES. 


“We demand that the administration of 
the State hospitals for the care and medi- 
cal treatment of the insane, and also the 
charitable institutions of the State, be made 
absolutely free from all partisan influ- 
ences. That they be conducted on pro- 
gressive lines, with due regard to economy, 
and for the welfare of the inmates of the 
institutions, and the protection of 
State. That citizens of the State acquaint- 
ed by service and experience with its phil- 
anthropic activities should share in the 
management of these institutions, in order 
that they may be preserved from all par- 
tisan influence. which would be a grave 
danger and detriment of the unfortunate 
inmates and a lasting iniury to the State. 

“The past year has witnessed the arbi- 
trary legislative removal from office of 
ever 100 distinguished citizens who were 
giving their time and efforts gratuitously 
to the amelioration of the condition of the 
insane. Simultaneously with this removal 
of the local supervision was enacted a 
scheme for increasing the bureaucratic ad- 
ministration of the State hospitals. and 
centralizing the details of administration in 
the control of the commission. We con- 
demn this policy as a subversion of the 
true interest of the wards of the Staite, 
and call for legislation looking to the crea- 
tion of strong local bodies of supervision 
and oversight. We condemn the refusal of 
the Republican administration to fix the 
hours of labor of State or hospital employes 
in accordance with the spirit of the labor 
legislation of the State at eight hours a 
day instead of twelve and sixteen hours a 


day. 
THE ROUMANIAN JEWS. 


“We sympathize with the oppressed of 
the monarchies of Europe, and especially 
do we deplore and condemn the outrageous 
persecution of the Jews of Roumania, thou- 
sands of whom are fleeing to America tg 


escape the injustice and oppression of their 
own country. A National rotest against 
the wrongs inflicted by the Rouma n 
Government is prompted by the dictates of 
humanity and justice. 


THE CIVIL SERVICE. 


“We believe that the competitive system 
of appointment in the civil service has 
demonstrated the utility of the system, and 
we condemn the many evasions and flag- 
rant violations of both the letter and spirit 


of the law for partisan purposes, and the 
improper increase in the number of persons 
exempted from competitive examination by 
the present State administration. 

“We favor the election of United States 
—* by the people of the respective 
tates. 


SAVINGS BANK DEPOSITORS. 


“We favor continuing the exemption 
from taxation of the deposits in savings 
banks due depositors, representing as they 
do the savings of the people, produced by 
thrift and economy, and held against mis- 
fortune and disaster—beneficent purposes 
which should not be thwarted by taxation. 


“We arraign the administrations, both 
National and State, for their attempted in- 
terference with the independence of the ju- 
diciary. The National Administration has 
traded National and State Judgeships for 
partisan advantages. 

“The State Administration has attempted 
to secure to itself the control of the desig- 
nation of Supreme Court Justices who sit 
in districts other than their own, under- 
megan, 3 thereby to pervert a purely judicial 
function into a scheme for partisan and 
personal favoritism. 


THE INTERESTS OF LABOR, 


“The Republican Party in convention 
boasts of pretended efforts for the protec- 
tion of labor and the enactment of laws 
in labors’ interest, notwithstanding the 
fact that nearly all the statutes of the 
State in behalf of labor were enacted by 


Democratic Legislatures and signed by 
Democratic Governors or forced during Re- 
publican Administrations by the demands 
and votes of United Democratic minorities. 
Also in face of the fact that while pro- 
claiming pemneres to the rights of labor 
it maintains in States and Nation a condi- 
tion of things in the interest of monopoly, 
its chief ally, and in violation of the rights 
of labor. 

“The Democratic Party of New York pre- 
sents this declaration of its principles as 
applied to the issues which now confront 
us and asks for its platform and its can- 
didates the support of the people.”

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COAL PLANK THE ONE — 


SURPRISE IN PLATFORM | 


Delegates Divided on Government 
Ownership Declaration. 


Many Inclined to Doubt Its Wisdom— 
Opinions of Democrats at the Con- 
vention on the Subject. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SARATOGA, N. Y., Oct. 1—The one sur- 
prise, except to a few insiders, that was 
found in the platform was the plank de- 
claring that the Government should own 
the anthracite coal fields, acquiring them 
by right of eminent domain. 
been no hint even that such a plank wa’s to 
be inserted. It was not put in until the 
last minute this morning, in fact. Ex- 
Mayor James F, McGulre of Syracuse is re- 
sponsible for this plank, and he had a hard 
fight to get it in. 

The members of the Committee on Reso- 
lutions, or at least many of them, were in- 
clined to doubt its wisdom. They figured 
that it was rather too large a question to 
be dealt with in a State platform and 
should rather be left for a National Con- 
vention. Mr. McGuire, however, was in- 
sistent, and he won out. Senator Hill him- 
self was absolutely opposed to the plank, 
and was not brought over to Mr. McGuire's 
way of thinking until to-day. The dele- 
gates listened to the reading of the plank 
with a good deal of amazement. When its 
radical character impressed itself upon 
them and the galleries began to cheer, some 
of the delegates joined in, but a great many 


did not. 

They seemed to want time to think. 

Nor was it easy to get expressions of 
opinion on the plank long efter it was read. 
One very wise and astute leader, who has 
only been brought back into the party as 
an active worker this year, said: ‘* Well, 
it's this way: If we have a good cold, 
frosty spell between now and election day 
and the coal famine keeps up that plank 
may be all right, but if the weather con- 
tinues balmy it may be all wrong. It’s a 
big question.” 

inquiry among the other delegates of the 
convention brought out a diversity of opin- 
ion. Here are some of the expressions: 

DAVID B. HILL-—I do not care to be 
quoted concerning the platform or anything 
else at this time. 

JAMES F. McGUIRE-—I think the plank 
is a splendid one. It will satisfy the radi- 
cal members of the Democratic Party. The 
trusts and the coal operators are making 
the burden for the poor people heavy. 
There should be an expression from the 
people of New York on this matter, and 
we will have it this Fall. 

J. EDWARD SIMMONS-I have not given 
the plank any consideration and therefore 
do not wish to say anything about. it. 

PERRY BELMONT-—I prefer not to say 
anything on the subject at this time. 

GEORGE RAINES, Chairman of the 
Committee. on Resolutions—I think the 
plank is all right. I have not considered 
the constitutional question involved. 

INDORSED BY GRADY. 

SENATOR THOMAS F. GRADY—The 
plank is all right. I indorse it heartily. 
There is nothing in the claim that the 
Federal Government has not the right to 
go into a State and seize lands when in the 
judgment of Congress it is necessary to do 
so for the protection of the whole people. 
Suppose the question were one of wuiter 
and a small Dend of commercial conspira- 
tors who had cornered the supply were de- 
priving the people of the country of water. 
Could it them be contended that the Federal 
Governmertt had the power to intertere? 
Coal is a necessity in the same way that 
water is. If people can’t get water to 
drink they will die of thirst. if they can’t 
get coal to keep them warm in the Winter- 
time they will treeze to death. 

Ex-Congressman FRANKLIN ‘BART- 
LET'l-—-i nave not given it much thought. 
lt is a new proposition; but this strikes me: 
What right has the federal Government to 
go into a State and take the lands of the 
State for a purpose which is not federal in 
its nature? The Federal Government has 
a right under the Constitution to take any 
land within a State for the erection of a 
Post Office or for the construction of a 
fort whenever it deems it necessary to do 

But these are purely federal purposes. 
It is essential to the Government that it 
should have this power to locate Post Of- 
fices and military establishments within a 
State, but would the operation of anthra- 
cite coal mines be said to be a federal ne- 
cessity in the same sense as Post Office and 
military pest sites are a necessity? I can 
readily perceive thut railroads and tele- 
graph lines might be subject to Government 
ownership and control in the same way that 
Post Offices and military posts are, for 
their possession might become absolutely 
essential to the Government as a Govern- 
ment. They both perform a Government 
function—the railroads in carrying the 
mails and the telegraph lines in transmit- 
ting Government messages. There are 
countries in which both these public utili- 
ties are under Government control, But I 
know of no igstance in modern times in 
which a GoveMment attempted to put one 
of the necessities of life under Government 
control, except that made in France to 
control food stuffs under the reign of 
Louis XVI., and that produced a revolu- 
tion. 

Again, if the Government is going into 
the coal business, why confine it to anthra- 
cite? Why not include the bituminous 
fields? Carried to its logical conclusion 
would not the doctrine which is laid down 
in the anthracite ownership plank also ap- 
ply to the sugar cane fields of Louisiana 
and the beet sugar industries of Nebraska? 

I have given you my first impressions of 
the proposition, but I do not wish to be set 
down as advancing a definite opinion until 
I have had time to weigh the whole subject 
thoroughly. 

CHARLES F. MURPHY—We of New 
York have known of the terrible sufferings 
of the poor in the tenements caused by the 
coal strike. The plan for the Government 
to control the coal mines seems now to be 
the only solution to the problem, if_the 
country wants to maintain prosperity. How 
can mills be kept working and factory 
hands employed with coal at $20 a ton? 
The plank will win us many votes in New 
York, 


“A LESSON TO MINE OWNERS.” 


JOHN F. CARROLL—I am in favor of 
making the plank the issue in the cam- 
paign. Poor people in New York are in 
terrible straits for coal now. What it will 
be if a hard Winter sets in no man can 
conceive. A declaration by the people at 


the polls in favor of the Democratic plat- 
form will be a lesson to the mine owners. 
Senator PATRICK H. McCARREN-—It 
would take more than a few dollars to “i | 
the coal mines of the United States. 
think the plank is a good one, and if I was 
sure that the Federal Government would 
adopt it, I would buy a few mines myself 
and sell them to the Government cheap. 


GEORGE M. PALMER-—I am in favor 
of that plan. I reason it out that coal is 
the product of God, and that when a band 
of corporations organize for the purpose 
of making the people pay nigh prices for 
coal something should be done to protect 
the interests of the people. The greed of 
gain should not lead to untold sufferings

by the millions all over the country and 
clog the wheels of commerce. 

ELLIOT DANFORTH-—It is a very good 
proposition. and 1 am enthusiastically in 
favor of the Governmental control of the 
coal mines. We have coal at $22 a ton, and 
the only reason for such exorbitant prices 
is that the few coal operators would rather 
crush the poor workingmen than give them 
fair wages. The people have suffered and 
the Government should step in. 

JOHN G. CARLISLE—I won't talk about 
the anthracite coal plank or about any of 
the proceedings of the Democratic State 
Convention.

The 
whole supply is controlled by a bund. This 
bund not only. is interfering with the coin- 
fort of the people, but is endangering li-es. 
If they keep on they will seriously inter- 
fere with the operation of the Government. 
Even now the Government cannot. obtain 
sufficient coal for its warships. Can the 
Government permit such a situation as that 
to continue? They are also seriously ham- 
pering the industries of the country upon 
which the Government has to rely to a 
large extent for its revenues. 2 

This plank is not a step toward Social- 
ism. I and the other men who advocated 
it are opposed to Socialism. But the health 
and the lives of the people must be pro- 
tected. That is the Government’s first 
duty, and to say that the Governmént has 
no power to do this is absurd.”

Ex-Chief Barred From Demo- 
cratic State Convention. 


Members of the District Which 
He Represented Ra‘erred to 


as “ Thugs and Ruffians”— 
D. B. Hill Denounced.

SARATOGA, Oct. 1.—William 5S. Devery’s 
political downfall took place’ to-day. He 
was read out of the Democratic State Con- 
vention on charges that his election had 
been accomplished by the grossest frauds 
which have been practiced at a primary 
contest under the new law. 

Devery'’s downfall did not lead to the tri- 
umph of Goodwin or Sheehan, his enemies, 
however. They were stigmatized as he 
was. His home district, the “ Fighting 
Ninth,” was not represented and no person 


from that Democratic stronghold had a 


vote. 

Devery’s battle was picturesque, excit- 
ing, and dramatic. He yelled and stormed 
down the aisles and at times his rage was 
so apparent that his burly form was trem- 
bling. It was a game of political war, On 
one side were men schooled for years in 
every detail of political strategy. Devery's 
cohorts, backed by the galleries, shouted 
themselves hoarse, but when quiet was re- 
stored the gentle rolling of the well-oiled 
political machine could be heard. Then 
Devery was quiet. He knew his fate. His 
henchmen pulled him by the sleeves and 
whispered: 

“You have 
turned you down. 
a man.” 

Devery fought to make a speech. 

“They won't recognize you; you've been 


t 


made your fight. They 
Take your medicine like 


bowled down and out,” he was told. 

Then Devery, shaking with rage, shouted 
so that he could be heard above the din of 
the throng: 

* J will abide by the result of this conven- 
tion. I am done.” 

The stalking out of the Devery delegation 
did not create any great uproar. Outside 
ihe Devery band was in ware. Lining up 
his delegation, they marched down Broad- 
way, and the strains of the martial music 
could just be heard in the hall. 

DENOUNCES DAVID B. HILL. 

After he came out of the convention Dev- 
ery told a startling story. He said: 

“That big coward, David B. Hill, sent for 
my lawyer yesterday. He made a proposi- 
tion that if I would make no fight and would 
“as soon as seated in the convention get up 
and walk out of the hall, matters would be 
fixed up. I said ‘No, I'll cut my jugular 
vein first. l have a family around on 
Twenty-eighth Street, and what would they 
think of the stigma on my name? They 
got my answer to that proposition. " 

rom early morning the streets of Sara- 
toga resounded with the cheers of the 
Devery cohorts and the friends they made 
while here. News was tlying fast. First 
it was that Devery would be seated; next 
that he would be put out. Then came the 
news that there was a big fight in the Com- 
mittee on Contested Seats. During the ear- 
ly morning hours he was calm and confi- 
Gent. He hoped that his attacks on David 
}s. Hill would drive the sage of Wolfert's 
kKoost to sue for peace. Mr. Hill looked 
grim when asked about the Devery matter. 

At eonvention time the Devery followers 
straggied up to the hall, They had ob- 
tained hundreds of tickets to the galleries 
zud were massed where they could lead in 
an uproar. There was a_ yell from the 
gallery as Devery strode down the centre 
uisie, smiling and happy. The delegates 
urose in their seats, but were silent. Devery 
strode to thé press table in front of the 
platform and said to a friend: 

* Well, I'm here.”

“Are they

“If they do, I'll go. They won't have to 
use clubs,’"” was the reply. 

Devery’s burly form was swallowed up in 
the mass of delegates. He was quiet during 
the first part of the proceedings. When the 
report of the Committee on Contested Seats 
was read. Devery had his hand over his 
ear and his face strained to catch every 
word. As soon as the last Clause was read, 
declaring that no delegates would be seated 
from the Ninth District, because of the 
wholesaie and gross frauds, Devery jumped 
to his feet. He shook with rage. He did 
not know what to do or say. His advisers 
yelled and howled. Then a flying wedge 
was formed. Henchmen cleared his path, 
and Devery pushed people aside in his eager 
rush for the platform. His way was not 
barred. Once on the platform he shook his 
big fists at the thousands of people. His 
voice, hoarse and guttural, could hardly be 
heard. His face became livid. He could 
not control himself, but in a few seconds 
his hoarse voice penetrated every part of 
the hall. He yelled: 

“IT came here for my rights; I was elect- 
ed, and I want to say to Mr. Hill, the State 
leader, that we are entitled to our rights. 
We should not be robbed, and I appeal to 
youse people here for to see that we are 
treated right in this convention.” 


DEVERY COHORTS’ RUSH. 


Devery left the platform without recog- 
nizing Chairman Stanchfield in any way. 
His cohorts kept yelling. A Devery lieu- 
tenant and delegate named Frank J. Sulli- 
van tried to make a speech. His voice was 
drowned in the tumult. Another rush by 
the Devery men landed Mr. Sullivan on 
the platform. By this time Chairman 


Stanchfield's patience had been tried to the 
limit. With gavel in hand he walked over 
to where Sullivan was standing and or- 
dered him not to speak except from his 
seat in the hall. An alleged minority 
report in favor of seating Devery was 
es across from delegate to delegate to 
every’s hands. The ex-Chief of Police, 
more excited than ever, with the veins 
bulging in his powerful neck, yelled: 

“TIT have a report, and it’s going in.” 

Again the Devery henchmen cleared the 
Way to the platform, while Devery handed 
to Mr. Stanchfield a paper. Shaking with 
emotion Mr. Stanchfield banged with his 
gavel until he was tired. When partial 
quiet was restored he said in ringing tones: 

“I want to say that every person that 
has a right will be heard in this conven- 
tion. But the representatives of the De- 
mocracy do not allow themselves to be 
—s by a band of thugs and ruf- 

ans.”’ 

This statement came like a biow in the 
face to the Devery shouters. It was the 
sign for the delegates for the first time to 
show their leaning. They shouted and 
Waved umbrellas and handkerchiefs. Hisses 
@vuld be heard from the galleries. 

Devery returned to his seat, and when the 
minority report was read there was an- 
other tumult during which Devery made 
another speech. He again appealed to 
David B. Hill, as State leader, to seat his 
delegates. There were loud yells of roll 
call from the Devery adherents when the 
motions on the reports were made. Chair- 
man Stanchfield announced in clear tones 
the parliamentary proposition, and said the 
roll of delegates would be called. 

The first delegate to arise was David B. 
Hill of Albany, who announced that the 
votes of his delegation were for the unseat- 
ing of Devery. Then the county leaders up 
State fell in line. There was no break until 
Queens County was called. President Jo- 
seph Cassidy said that leaders who had to 
fight for the control of their#districts 
should support Mr. Devery. The”break in 
the Rensselaer delegation to Devery pleased 
the ex-Chief of Police. When the vote was 
announced all the Devery lNeutenants ad- 
vised him to “ Take his medicine like a 
man.”’ 

“Don't say_a word: don’t make any 
speech,”’ said Peter J. Garvey. 

Devery could not keep his rage bottled 
up. He jumped to his feet, announced his 
position, and walked out of the hall. 

After the march to the United States Ho- 
tel, the Devery delegates kept shouting: 
“So we are thugs and ruffians.”’ 

An impromptu meeting was held on the 
steps of the hotel, and Frank J. Sullivan 
and Richard Butler made speeches. After 
Devery had met his wife and family and 
spent a quiet half hour he was again smil- 
ing and apparently happy. 

“Say, it will take more than that peanut 
olitician Hill to drive me out of the 

emocratic Party. I am going to stand 
by the ticket, and will work for Democratic 
success. 

— pressed for an interview, Devery 
said: 

“This is the work of that incompetent 
State leader, Hill. He is a coward and a 
iar. He is no good, and any one who 
ever had any dealings with him will say 
the same thing. If they can fire me out 
of the convention, they can fire any one 


else out. What is the matter with Hill 
naming ali the delegates without holding 
rimaries? I’m not through fighting. I've 
ust begun,"’ 

“Will you be a candidate this Fall?” 
was asked. 

“I won't say that yet; wait until I get 
back to New York.” 

Shortly after 4 o'clock Devery’s crowd 
lined up. Behind the band was the big 
floral representation of the “pump” and 
the dog “‘ Pump,” howling dismally. Dev- 
ery was cheered by a crowd of delegates 
and villages, and he was apparently happy 
as the paraders marched to the station to 
the tune of “Auld Lang Syne.’ At the 
station the crowd cheered him again, and 
as he got aboard the car he was called on 
for a speech. He turned around and said: 

“Gentlemen, all I can say is that all 
of us are Democrats, and we will stand 
by the platform and the ticket.”

NATHAN STRAUS’S SPEECH. 


He Intended to Deliver It at the Conven- 
tion-in Arraignment of Bird S. Coler. 


SARATOGA, Oct. 1.—The speech that Na- 
than Straus desired to make in the conven- 
tion, when he was ruled out of order, was 
as follows: 

**Mr, Chairman: May I have the floor for 
five minutes? If the gentlemen will give 
their close attention I will not take up your 
time longer. I ask you for close attention 
because I am not accustomed to public 
speaking and I am very anxious to have 
you understand thoroughly what I am go- 
ing to say. I am not presumptuous enough 
to suggest what you should do, but I have 
an important suggestion as to what you 
should not do if you expect to win. 


‘‘T have always prided myself upon being | 


a straight Democrat. I voted and worked 


for Mr. Bryan both times he was nomi- 
nated. Why did I vote for Bryan? Be- 
cause he was nominated in the regular way 
by the Democratic Party, and though I[ 
disagreed most emphatically with his plat- 
form, I knew the man was sincere and 
honest and had a big heart. And when a 
man is honest, my friends, he will come 
pretty near doing the right thing when he 
is placed in power. To-day some of you 
are trying to put a man in power who has 
no heart. 

**Now, fellow-Democrats, a number of 
you seem to be anxious to nominate this 
man for the Governorship, but when I tell 
you on what my objection to that gentle- 
man is based, I am inclined to think you 
will change your opinion.

“J think I need not speak of the dis- 
tributing in New York of proper milk to 
the poor tenement children. You all know 
about it. I need not speak of the number 
of lives it has saved. That is a matter of 
record. And the man who is seeking the 
nomination for a high office is the man 
who tried to stop that work, is the man 
who solemnly pledged his word to help it 
along, but broke his word; is the man who 
was thoroughly conversant with the good 
it accomplished, the misery it prevented, 
the lives it saved, and then tried to stop it. 

‘‘Is it possible that one who teaches on 
Sundays that beautiful doctrine that so 
strongly appeals to you and me, ‘ Suffer 
the little children to come unto me, and 
forbid them not, for such is the kingdom of 
God,’ should on Monday vote to deprive 
these little ones of that which enables 
them to live? 

“Just a word more and I am done, a 
word to my friends of Tammany Hall. You 
all know my political record in New York 
City. You know that I have worked for 
you and with you, and I hope to continue. 
Now, my fellow-Democrats, I appeal to 
you in the name of humanity to select a 
candidate who has at least his heart In 
the right spot, as you all have always had. 
And, if there is one thing more than an- 
other about which I am proud of Tam- 
many, it is that she always comes to the 
rescue of suffering humanity, not only at 
home, but abroad. I remember well when 
you kad a meeting in Tammany Hall and 
donated $20,000 to the suffering women ard 
children of Cuba, and how that touched 
my heart cannot be pictured in words. 

“In conclusion, I give you fair warning 
that if, in spite of what I have said to 
you to-day, you insist on nominating Mr. 
Coler for Governor, that you will compel 
me to do what I hope I shall never be com- 
pelled to do—go back on my party. Then 
I owe it to my conscience, I owe it to the 
children that Mr. Coler was willing to 
sacrifice, that I do all in my power, even 
though he be nominated, to defeat him. 
Although I have always been a Democrat, 
the lives of the children are dearer to me 
than all the political parties combined. I 
yield to no man in his devotion to his 
friends and to the party, and my record 
proves that; but, gentlemen, this is too 
much. I should not be worthy of your 
friendship if I did not use every power I 
have to thwart the nomination and election 
of Mr. Coler. And I hope you will not 
nominate him.” 


Bird S. Coler, the Democratic nominee 
for Governor, was_ shown the speech pre- 
pared by Nathan Straus and given to the 
press in Saratoga yesterday afternoon. Mr. 
Coler said he had nothing to say at this 
time, and that he did not expect to make 
any statement before his official notifica- 
tion of nomination. 


‘OPINIONS ON NOMINATION. 


Concerning the nomination of Mr. Coler 
the Rev. C. H. Parkhurst said: 

‘‘I don’t desire at this time to say any- 
thing about the candidacy of Mr. Coler. He 
has many good qualities, but attention 
seems to have been distracted from him 
by Brother Devery. Mr. Devery, it seems, 
overshadowed everything else at the con- 
vention, 

“You say one plank in the platform, 
adopted by the Democrats, advocates the 
National ownership and operation of the an- 
thracite coal mines by the exercise of the 


right of eminent domain, with just com- 
pensation to owners. It is infeasible at 
this time. There are many other things 
they might have taken up first, but that 
is policy, I suppose, because the coal strike 
and resultant conditions are uppermost in 
the public mind now. 

“TI believe in the ownership by the State 
or National Government of many things 
now controlled by individuals or corpora- 
tions. but to legislate at the impulse of a 
transient crisis such as this would be bad 
policy; it would be immature and could not 
be permanent and satisfactory. 

“I am sorry that the Democratic Party, 
both in the State and in the Nation, is in 
such a bad condition. It is now a mob, 
headless, and without organization: it 
doesn’t mean anything, stands for nothing. 
We need two acrons. well-organized par- 
ties, each to hold the other in check. We 
need a good, strong Democratic Party to 
hold the Republican Party to its duty when 
it shows a tendency to be wild and vagrant, 
and we haven't got it, either in New York 
State or in the Nation. 

“The conduct of the convention at Sara- 
toga shows what imperfect organization it 
has. Why, the convention was simply a 
mob, just as the party is, without a head, 
excepting Mr. Hill, and he’s no head at all.” 

Judge Ernest Hall of the Supreme Court, 
a prominent Republican of Bronx, said: 

‘I don’t think the nomination a strong 
one, by any means. I think that they could 
have done much better and have made the 
ticket stronger in many ways. It is my 
opinion that a New York City man should 
have been nominated for Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor. As it is, they have completely ig- 
nored many good men. Mr. Coler is a good 
man; he has done good work, and person- 
ally I admire him, but I don’t think he is 
a strong man in the Democratic Party, and, 
therefore, not the right man to have been 
nominated.”’

Coler presents the humorous contrast of a 
man who was a representative of trusts, 
standing on a platform which vigorously 
attacks the trusts. It is almost as humor- 
ous as the campaign of Van Wyck against 
capital when, at the time he was abusing 
capital and trusts, he had his inside pockets 
well lined with ice stock. Gov. Odell, as he 
has shown himself in his speeches on the 
trust question and his uniform conduct, 
coupled with his record, can have no doubt 
of his ultimate election. Whatever may 
be charged against Gov. Odell, and it is ail 
false, no single allegation can withstand 
the argument which his deeds as Governor 
present to the people as that of an able, 
courageous, and conservative executive.”’

formed. Mrs. Devery, her two daughters, 
and a niece, who accompanied the “ Big 
Chief’’ to the convention, entered cabs 
and joined the line of march.

Headed by the three bands, they went 
through Thirty-fourth Street to Tenth 
Avenue, to Twenty-seventh Street, to Ninth 
Avenue, to Twenty-eighth Street, and then 
past the Devery house. where Mrs. Devery 
and her daughters left the procession. Dev- 
ery continued with the line on down Eighth 
Avenue to the Four Corners Club. 

At the rooms of the William’ 8S. Devery 
Association the parade disbanded. Devery 
went up stairs and eppeaned at one of the 
windows alongside the floral pump. He 


| repeated the declaration he had made at 


the train, that he wanted every Democrat 
to work for the ticket and to stand by 
Coler.

BRAVES REACH THE CITY; 
NO GGOD WORD FOR DEVERY. 


Those of Tammany Delegation Who 
Talk at All Say He Got What 
He Deserved. 


Having been delayed by the accident at 
Fishkill Landing and by the lateness of the 
Empire State Express, which was an hour 
and a half behind time, the Tammany 
special trains began to arrive at the Grand 
Central Station at 11:50 o'clock last night. 
The first section, consisting of the dele- 
gations under the pilotage of State Senator 
Plunkitt, came in first, and the others fol- 
lowed at intervals of a few minutes. 

Among those in the first train, the one 
that suffered the accident, were Charles F. 
Murphy, leader of Tammany Hall, and ex- 
Secretary of the Treasury John G. Carlisle. 
On the second train, the manager of which 
was Victor Dowling, came the Sullivan 
following, as well as Asa Bird Gardiner 
and his associates. The rest of the pas- 
sengers on the respective trains were ap- 


portioned in the same way as when they 
started from the city three days ago. The 
third train was still under the management 
of Delegate O'Neil of the Annexed District, 
and the fourth brought the Brooklyn Demo- 
crats, including Hugh McLaughlin and ex- 
Bridge Commissioner John L. Shea. 

A crowd of several hundred had assem- 
bled at the station. There were a few ban- 
ners, some transparencies, and a dozen or 
more Tammany braves dressed in Indian 
costume. The cheering on the arrival of 
each train was tumultuous. 

Charles F. Murphy was one of the first 
to come through the station. When asked 
about the convention he said: 

“It's a fine ticket, and we'll win easy 
with it. It couldn't be better.” 

“What do you think of the treatment 
Devery got?’’ he was asked. 

*““Just what he deserved,” was the an- 
swer. 

Mr. Carlisle crossed the station platform 
a few feet behind the Tammany leader, but 
he declined to say anything about the 
ticket. 

When the second train arrived Senator 
Sullivan had this to say: 

“The ticket is all right. We are going to 
pile up one of those majorities like we used 
to have in old times.”’ 

“Did they treat Devery fairly?” 
asked. 

“Now, now, I haven't a thing to say 
about Devery,’’ replied the Senator. 

Daniel McMahon, who came on the first 
train, said he was perfectly satisfied with 
the ticket. Of Devery he said: 

**He got all he was entitled to. He de- 
served just what he got.”’ 

State Senator Grady, too, said he thought 
the action of the convention in not recog- 
nizing Devery was right and proper. Coun- 
cilman John T, Oakley would not express 
himself on the treatment of the ex-Chief. 

Out of a dozen or more other delegates 
who talked to the reporters at the station, 
not one had a word to say in support of the 
ex-Chief of Police. Nearly all were bitter 
in their denunciation of him. 

As Nathan Straus stepped from a regular 
train a few minutes before the Tammany 
specials, he was asked about the speech 
he wanted to make in regard to the fitness 
of Bird 8. Coler for the nomination. He 
reiterated that he meant every word of it. 

‘Then you do not approve of the ticket? "’ 

Mr. Straus shook his head from side ‘to 
side and answered ‘‘ No” deliberately.

ALABAMA MINERS’ TROUBLE. 
It Occurs Over Assessment for Benefit 


of Pennsylvania Strikers, and 
Men May Go Out.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Oct. 1.—After being 
in session two days the State Miners’ Ex- 
ecutive Board this evening adopted a se- 
ries of resolutions reviewing the trouble 
which has arisen between the miners’ or- 
ganization and the Tennessee Coal, Iron 
and Railroad Company relative to the lat- 
ter’s refusal to collect in some instances 
the $1 per week assessment made upon all 


union miners for the anthracite strikers in 
Pennsylvania. 

The resolutions authorize and order a 
suspension of work at any mines in Ala- 
bama where a majority of the miners have 
agreed to pay the assessment, and state 
that the order shall apply to all the mines 
operated by one company, although one 
mine only may be affected. 

It was further determined to expel from 
the organization all miners who refuse to 
meet the assessment. 

It is said that 2,500 men at Pratt Mines 
will suspend to-morrow. So far no friction 
has occurred with other operators on this 


subject.

CITY MAGISTRATES’ REPLY 


Riot Committee’s Imputations Re- 
sented by the Board. 


Mayor Low Asked to Cause Publication 
of the Source and Nature of the 
Information Received in 
Secret Session. 


The reply of the City Magistrates to the 
report of the special committee that in- 
vestigated the east side riots on the occa- 
sion of the funeral of Chief Rabbi Joseph 
was received by Mayor Low yesterday. 
The imputations in the report are resented. 
Mayor Low declined to comment on the 
communication. F 

In the reply, which was signed by Magis- 
trate Deuel as President, the board said: 

“Invested as we are with the duty of 
administering justice in the community, 
the accusations against us, brutal in the 
extreme, ought not to have been given 
world-wide currency except upon convincing 
proof obtained by ordinary methods, in a 
full, fair, and open hearing and upon no- 
tice to the individual involved. No such 
notice was given to any of us. We there- 
fore had no opportunity to protect our- 
selves or to avoid the grossly unfounded 
aspersions cast upon the city as well. As 
the committee's report is worded, each one 
of the twelve Magistrates is under suspi- 
cion. If there be even one among us guilty 
of the offenses specified in the report, it 
were cowardly not to name him, and iniqui- 
tous to cast a foul suspicion on eleven 
others, If there be more than one, then 
those who are blameless should have been 
relieved from a stigma intended for less 
than all,” 

The reply condensed the testimony in the 
Special Committee's report bearing on the 
Magistrates, and sald that “it will be seen 
that there is absolutely nothing to incrim- 
inate the Magistrates,” 

Continuing, President Dene! said: 

“But the committee a part (the 
public record shows the whole) of the stric- 
the Magistrates was based on 
‘Statements’ (not evidence) of persons 
mad@’ confidentially’, In other words, the 


members of the committee confess that 
they held secret sessions and, upon the 
promise that there should be no disclosure 
of name or information, encouraged every 
one with a grievance to come and ventilate 
it. Possibly this was right and proper, 
but a willingness of the committee to attack 
and discredit the Magistrates’ courts, with 
no better foundation or excuse, ought not 
to invoke your commendation, and will not, 
I am sure, be regarded as praiseworthy by 
the community. 

“It was not right, fair, just, or manly, 
nor does it comport with public interest 
for the Magistrates of this great city to be 
held up to public execration, their reputa- 
tions injured, and their usefulness in the 
courts impaired by any such imitation of 
the odious star chamber proceedings, of 
three centuries ago. The act, however, is 
past recall, and the resulting injustice and 
iniquity must remain. With neither the 
names of our accusers, nor the facts and 
grounds of the accusations, all we can do 
is to enter our protest against the reckless 
and illy-considered action of your commit- 
tee 

“We are surprised and incensed to know 
that five intelligent citizens of this com- 
munity could be found.who could be per- 
suaded to besmirch the character and in- 
tegrity of the Judiciary upon nothing more 
reliable and convincing than the unsworn 
complaints of unsuccessful litigants, made 
in secret, and after exacting a promise 
that their names should not be disclosed. 
The individuals who served on your com- 
mittee have had sufficient experience in 
public affairs to know that any person 
with knowledge or belief of a public in- 
iquity so atrocious as the one alleged 
against us, who insists upon hiding behind 
the screen of ‘confidential complaint,’ is 
worthy of no more consideration than he 
who purposely omits to sign a complaining 
communication and conceals all clues to his 
identity. 

* Having committed so gross a blunder, 
there is but one manly course for the com- 
mittee to pursue. Justice to us, duty to 
you and to the public, demand that the 
members of that committee shall now break 
the seal of confidence and publish the 
source. and nature of their information. 
We invite it, and, in our opinion, you 
should require it. In no other way will the 
balance of the committee's findings and re- 
port be worthy of any consideration.”

Nothing can be more effective than the 
big Dresden china fruit dishes that are to 
be seen in the shops.

We must do full justice to Mr. CoLer. 
There is much to be to his credit, 
and he has unmistakable of 
strength. Elected to the office of Con- 
troller of New York the 
candidate, and for a time acting with his 
Tammany associates, had the moral 
courage, the real grit, to break 
from them and to oppose with all the 
powers of his office the consummation of 
corrupt schemes in which some of their 
chief men were interested. His great 
service to the city in exposing and ob- 
structing the Ramapo water steal has 
not been and will not be forgotten. His 
diligence in seeking out and putting a 
stop to old abuses, to waste and misusing 
of the city is remembered. He 
was an honest and capable officer; he 
faithfully discharged a public trust. 

On that account it was the more to be 
regretted that when the time came for 
every good declare himself 
against Tammany Mr. CoLerR put him- 
self in the equivocal position of exhibit- 
ing a willingness to accept the Tammany 
nomination for Mayor, or, for that mat- 
ter, the anti-Tammany nomination. His 
vacillation that public emergency 
gravely impaired the good reputation he 
had made in office. Even his apologists 
were obliged to confess that he had 
showed weakness of character. There is 
reason to believe that Mr. CoLEr is still 
highly thought of among up-the-State 
Democrats, who are naturally less at- 
tentive to events which pass under the 
immediate observation of New York City 
voters. 

It will be at once said, of course, that 
Mr. CoLerR will be Mr. Hiuw’s Governor. 
Great as have been the services of Mr. 
Hiiz1 in fighting the leadership of Cro- 
KER and in opposing the Bryanite ele- 
ment in the party, he has not established 
his right to place in the Executive Cham- 
ber a Governor obedient to his will. It 
would have been vastly better “ politics,” 
very much better for the Democratic 
Party, better for the reputation of Mr. 
HILL as a leader, if he had successfully 
used his influence at Saratoga to bring 
about the nomination of a Democrat of a 
high order of ability and absolutely in- 
dependent character. 

Turning from the candidate to the 
platform, Democrats who wish wel: to 
their party and desire its restoration to 
power will find cause for satisfaction. 
It is a very long platform—we do not re- 
member ever to have seen a longer. 
There are things in it that might have 
been omitted without detriment to the 
party cause. But on the other hand 
there are many distinct and positive pro- 
mouncements that deserve the approval 
of all sensible men of independent minds, 
pronouncements that will strengthen the 
party and increase the public confidence 
in its purposes and in its wisdom. 

Upon the subject of the tariff and upon 
the subject of the canals, the two ques- 
tions now uppermost in the public mind, 
the Democrats have made admirable dec- 
larations of their policies. The use of 
the power of taxation for private gain is 
denounced and relief demanded for the 
people and for American manufacturers 
from burdens which they are beginning 
to find intolerable. The party pledges 
itself to submit to the people a plan of 
canal improvement which would permit 
the use of 1,000-ton barges, the only 
canal improvement that is worth talking 
about or that is now talked about among 
friends of the canals. The shifty and de- 
ceitful utterance of the Republicans in 
regard to the canals will not stand a mo- 
ment’s comparison with the outspoken 
demand of the Democrats for a 1,000- 
ton barge improvément. A great deal is 
gaid about the trusts, which are roundly 
denounced, but the meat and meaning of 
that plank are to be found in the demand 
for the removal of the tariff duties upon 
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trust-made products which are essential 
to the comfort and well-being of the peo- 
ple. The platform demands “the full 
measure of justice’ to Cuba by a reduc- 
tion of the tariff on Cuban products to a 
strictly revenue basis. It meets the 
Republican boast of abolishing direct 
State taxes with an effective showing of 
how executive salaries and expenses have 
increased and by pointing out how unex- 
pended balances and the borrowing pow- 
er have been used to reduce the direct 
impost. It offers the home-rule principle 
in excise legislation as a substitute for 
the dive-breeding Raines law. It de- 
mands the preservation of the Adiron- 
dack forests in a plank which will com- 
mand approval throughout the State, It 
condemns Gov. OpELL’s policy of abol- 
ishing local supervision of hospitals and 
charities as an unwarranted attempt at 
centralization of power for partisan pur- 
poses; and it affirms that the utility of 
the competitive system in appointments 
to the civil service has been demon- 
strated. The platform oversteps wise 
bounds in advocating National owner- 
ship and operation of the anthracite coal 
mines. But THe Times has for months 
been warning the operators that their 
policy would lead to demands of that 
nature. 

There is not a word about BRYAN, or 
BrYAan’s platform, or Bryan's principles. 
For that let all Democrats be duly 
thankful. 

In denying to Drvery and his dele- 
gates the privilege of seats the -conven- 
tion evidently proceeded upon the theory 
that the end desired would justify any 
sort of means. In “ going behind the re- 
turns’ and setting up the plea of cor- 
rupt vote-buying in the Ninth District 
the Committee on Credentials took a 
high-handed course and naturally did not 
trouble themselves much about evidence, 
of which it may be supposed large masses 
It was desirable that 
DEVERY should be excluded.

WORK FOR THE BANKS. 
There is difference of opinion among 
the bankers of the city as to the real sit- 
uation existing at the time of the de- 


| cided action of the Secretary of the 


Treasury, and as to the real need of that 
action. On the one hand it is held that 
the condition of the money market was 
threatening serious trouble for legitimate 
interests, trouble for which 
men engaged in that sort of business 
were not responsible and which they 
could not prevent. On the other hand, It 
is held that by far the greater part of 
the strain on the market was produced 
by speculation for which the natural and 
adequate remedy was Hquidation, which 
the high money rate was bringing about 
in a manner that would not seriously dis- 
tress legitimate business. Those who en- 
tertain the latter view logically reason 
that the intervention of the Treasury in 
so conspicuous a manner will delay the 
inevitable settlement, encourage further 
ventures, and tend to produce a situa- 
tion more difficult to deal with and pos- 
sibly more threatening than that which 
existed before. 

Whichever of these two sets of opin- 
ions is correct, it is not denied that there 


business 


has been a certain degree of undue spec- 
ulative activity which nothing will check 
except conservative action by the banks. 
It lies largely with them to decide wheth- 
er it shall be made easy to continue and 
increase it or whether it shall be con- 
trolled and moderated. It is possible that 
in reaching a decision on this policy, it 
may be necessary to sacrifice immediate 
advantage to the security of general bus- 
iness which is permanently of the great- 
est advantage. Since the perturbations 
of business incident to the changing de- 
mand of various seasons zre aggravated 
by the rigidity of our currency system 
and the arbitrary relation of the Gov- 
ernment to the supply of money, it Is 
more imperative that the banks should 
exercise all the influence they possess to 
preserve the greatest attainable regu- 
larity in the course of business. While 
speculation thrives on, or is at least 
stimulated by, fluctuations and changes, 
the great body of business demands rea- 
sonable stability, reasonable certainty for 
the calculations of all interested. Doubt- 
less this is commonplace enough, the 
merest truism to intelligent observers of 
affairs. But at a time like the present it 
ils worth remembering and acting on. No 
one will deny that the most steady and 
prompt liquidation practicable without 
too great disturbance is the real need of 
the hour, and that anything that dis- 
courages it is to be condemned and 
avoided, 

THE PRESIDENT’S GOOD OFFICES. 

The invitation of President RoosEVELT 
to Messrs. BAER, TRUESDALE, THOMAS, 
FowLeR, and MITCHELL to meet him on 
Friday, “‘in regard to the failure of the 
coal supply, which has become a matter 
of vital concern to the whole Nation,” is 
discreetly worded and the gentlemen ad- 
dressed cannot very well decline it. That 
they have the right to do so is admit- 
ted; that it would be extremely inexpe- 
dient on their part is so evident that it 
seems scarcely probable that any of 
them would make this mistake. The sub- 
ject for consideration is one concerning 
which the President is warranted in ask- 
ing for the views of any one having 
knowledge of the facts, 

Had the representative anthracite op- 
erators been asked to come to Washing- 
ton to discuss in the presence of the 
President with Mr. MITCHELL the issues 
of the strike and the practicability of 
arbitrating them, their position would 
have been extremely awkward. They 
might in that case have declined the in- 
vitation on the ground that arbitration 
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was implied mutuality in the desire to 
have the issues in question considered 
and decided by an outside party, that 
they neither desired nor had requested 
erbitration, and that it would not be 
agreeable.to them to meet the represent- 
ative of the United Mine Workers for 
any such purpose. The President’s invi- 
tation would in that case have had no 
official significance, and might have 
been declined on the ground that in issu- 
ing it he had exceeded his function and 
laid himself open to such discourtesy 
as the refusal would involve. In calling 
those designated to a conference con- 
cerning the failure of the coal supply and 
its consequences, which, as he says, are 
matters of National concern, he makes it 
something much more serious than an 
affront to himself and his high office to 
refuse. Such action would indicate a 
degree of indifference to the public in- 
terest with which the operators could 
not afford to allow themselves to be 
chargeable. The man who thinks he can 
safely defy public opinion needs to be in 
a position much less vulnerable than 
that which they now occupy. 

Accepting the President's invitation, 
the railroad Presidents in no respect 
compromise themselves or their position. 
Should an attempt be made to divert the 
conference from the purpose for which 
it is called there is no reason why, if 
they deem it best to do so, they should 
not take up their hats and bid the Pres- 
ident “Good day.” We imagine that 
President RoosrevELtT, however impul- 
sive, is too discreet to trap his visitors 
into a discussion they would have re- 
fused. He may, and probably will, tend- 
er his good offices in anything which 
looks to relieving the popular distress 
from which all classes are suffering, 
especially the poor, but if there is no op- 
portunity to employ them no harm will 
be done. 

Whether results of importance will 
come of the conference remains to be 
seen. No doubt the President will 
tell the gentlemen who assemble at his 
invitation some plain and wholesome 
truths, make it plain to them that the 
strike has long since ceased to be a mat- 
ter of concern only to those immediately 
involved in it. That he is more likely to 
influence MITCHELL than to soften the 
hearts of the operators may be assumed; 
but perhaps even that will not be accom- 
plished. Be that as it may, however, 
those invited to the White House should 
go in all frankness and good-will and 
render the President the best help they 
can in discussing how an intolerable con- 
dition may be remedied. 


WHY ? 

We think it would be wise for the 
Mayor to give us a “ talk,” not too long, 
and as plain as possible, explaining why 
the foul dives in the district where the 
latest murder took place cannot be or 
are not suppressed under his administra- 
tion, 

This is precisely the kind of work for 
which more than any other he was made 
Mayor. Evils and scandals of this sort 
under Tammany were regarded as the 
strongest proof of the corruption of the 
police and the connivance with that cor- 
ruption, the sharing in it, by the admin- 
istration. Tammany was turned out 
chiefly because of the evidence of this 
kind that the administration was in 
partnership with vice. 

Of course no one will accuse Mr. Low 
or Col. PARTRIDGE of such a partnership, 
but that the police is prevented from 
dealing firmly with vice of this flaunting 
and disgusting character by either cor- 
ruption among its superior officers or 
imbecility in its management is gener- 
ally believed. If that is not the reason, 


THE WINTER COAL SUPPLY. 

President Barer of Reading, in giving 
the public assurances that there is no 
need of worrying as to the coal supply 
for the coming Winter, seems to have 
spoken without the deliberation which a 
man in his position should exercise in 
making an announcement so important. 
No matter how quickly the strike ends 
there is a shortage of eight to ten mill- 
ions of tons which cannot be made up 
between this and Spring. All the markets 
depending upon anthracite are practi- 
cally bare of stocks, and for many weeks 
—certainly until the end of January— 
the available supply, whether large or 
small, will be absorbed in emergency 
shipments to points where the legitimate 
commercial requirement is for a great 
deal more coal than can be sent. To do- 
mestic consumers the dealers will have 
to continue peddling coal in small lots 
for the relief of immediate necessities, 
and as some consumers will be more 
exigent than others and better able to 
make sure they can get what they need 
when they need it, since a dollar or two 
per ton more or less in price would not 
induce them to defer their orders or use 
fuel economically, the prudent buyer to 
whom price is a consideration and who 
buys at retail in one or two ton lots will 
have to pay a high price for his fuel. 
This will be his portion, no matter what 
the wholesale price of anthracite to the 
dealer. Those in the coal business for 
profit will have every opportunity for a 
wide margin on sales at retail, and will 
undoubtedly avail themselves of it. The 
smaller the purchase the larger the per- 
centage of profit, and those who buy 
“from hand to mouth” in quantities 
which can be carried home—the poor of 
the tenements—rtmay reasonably expect to 
pay at the rate of twenty-five to thirty 
dollars a ton, and perhaps more. The 
price to the buyer in ton lots is scarcely 
likely to fall much, if any, below $7 to 
$7.50 per net ton before Spring, and he 
will be fortunate if wagon and driver are 
not “ weighed in.” 

These conditions are 1easonably cer- 
tain to obtain in the retail coal market, 
no matter what policy the operators may 
adopt in fixing prices at the mine, 


Should the strike continue they would 
be immeasurably worse, of course, but 
that is not probable. No advantage will 
result from evasion or concealment of 
the facts of the situation. Until the 
empty yards throughout the LEastern 
States are filled and the first extreme de- 
mand of consumption is supplied, coal 
cannot be expected to fall to a figure 
anywhere near the normal average. 

The first and most immediate advan- 
tage to the general consumer will come 
in the decline in bituminous coal, and 
he would do well to consider this his 
chief dependence for the next three 
months, at least. If he can get anthra- 
cite so much the better; but he will get 
it the sooner and the cheaper if he does 
not lose his head to the extent of paying 
the dealer a profit of 80 to 100 per cent. 
on a pound more than he imperatively 
needs. He can get along for a few 
months without anthracite if necessary. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—-Again and again, while on his way to 
Saratoga, was the variously eminent DEv- 
ERY the delighted vortex of what seemed to 
be whirlwinds of sincere approval and af- 
fection. That a man like this should be a 
favorite with presumably honest workers, 
that they should throng around him in 
cheering crowds and shake his hand with 
vehement assurances that ‘“‘ you are one of 
our kind,” is a phenomenon to warrant 
a vast amount of wonder and perhaps just a 
little apprehension. For DEvERyY’'s admirers 
are not such under any misunderstanding 
of his character or any ignorance of his 
history. They know all about him—all 
about his relations with vice and crime, all 
about his standards of personal and civic 
morality, all about the methods by which 
he “carried” his district. He has not 
deemed it worth while to conceal any 
of these things; on the contrary, he has 
exulted in the publicity they have received, 
and he has shown what seemed to be a 
mad confidence that his strength lay in the 
reasons for his condemnation. Apparently 
the confidence was not so mad as it looked. 
He is not hated and feared by the people 
of whom he and his like are the most dan- 
gerous enemies; those very people, the 
workers at decent trades, made his journey 
a triumphant progress and told him that 
he was one of their kind. Why? Because 
he rnisuses the English language as some— 
not many—of themselves misuse it? Be- 
cause, when it serves his turn, he scatters 
a little of his wealth, so mysterious in 
its origin, among those for whom free 
drinks and free food form the culmination 
of happiness? These explanations are in- 
adequate—there is more to DEVERY’s popu- 
larity than shows on the surface. It hints 
at a deep-lying discontent with something 
or somcbody—at a perfervid and widespread 
appreciation of the fact that, whatever 
else DEVERY may be, he is different from 
the familiar representatives of politics and 
money. One might almost imagine the ex- 
istence of a belief that what is different 
must in some mysterious way be better. 


—Commuters on the Erie Railroad are 
indulging in rampant rejoicings over a 
promised relief from one form of the cruel 
despotism of women. ‘The Erie Road is 
to issue baggage stamps at 5 cents 
each. These can be stuck on those hetero- 
geneous nuisances known as “ bundles,” 
carried in such exaggerated quanti- 
ties by that modern development of 
femininity known as “the shopping wo- 
man,” and will permit the latter to travel 
in a separate compartment for the mutual 
benefit of “‘the struggling masses’”’ and 
the bundles. It is no wonder that the com- 
muters are joyful. For years, or ever since 
the department store was invented, the 
commuters, who are forced to go in and 
out at the rush hours, have had what might 
be comfortable travel turned into torture 
by the feminine freight-carriers who could 
travel at other times just as well and 
would do so if they were even a little con- 
siderate. A victorious passage through a 
bundle-blocked car aisle, though it were 
executed with but few casualties to bun- 
dles, has in no wise guaranteed the capture 
of a nominally unoccupied half seat, for all 
the room left unoccupied by the lady has 
been filled with her bundles. And if the 
man struggling for rest was rude enough 
to hint that some of the bundles be re- 
moved so that he might sit down he found 
his lap the saucer for the overflowing lap 
at his side, while those bundles that were 
balanced on the narrow rack above fell 
upon his head at every curve in the track. 
Then his feminine neighbor “rubbed it 
in’? by telling him that’s what he got for 
having the bundles taken off the seat. Bé- 
cause of all this the commuters on the Erie 
Road have had their spirits raised by what 
Wwe are sure is the false hope that they are 
now to be separated from the bundles. 
They err in expecting that women will 
think it a convenience to have their bun- 
dies carried for them, specially handled, 
and promptly delivered. The love of a wo- 
man for what belongs to her, even if it be 
neuter and inanimate, is so strong that her 
determination to guard it from harm is 
exceeded only by her determination to al- 
low no one else to do the guarding. ‘ Let 
that bundle be handled by some one who 
doesn’t know what's in it? Why, it isn’t 
tied up to go as baggage. And there’s 
sponge cake in this one, and it would get 
all mashed. No, I'll carry every one of 
them on my own lap, thank you, and if the 
men don’t like it they can go into the next 


car.” 


—Any port in a storm, and any fuel in 
the fifth month of a coal strike. On that 
principle the suggestion of one of our cor- 
respondents that the railway companies, 
instead of burning their discarded “ ties,” 
should put them within reach of the poor, 
was of no littie value and deserved the com- 
mendation it has received from several 
other correspondents. There are, however, 
not a few difficulties in the way of carry- 
ing the suggestion out. The ties that have 
ceased to be useful for railroad purposes 
are widely scattered. Little piles of 
thern on fire beside the track are 
seen not infrequently by every traveler, 
but each of these little piles contains the 
rejections from a considerable length of 
track. It is not as though these timbers 
all lasted the same time and then were 
taken up and replaced by a complete set 
of new ones. In that case it is certain that 
the railways, in these days of minute econo- 
mies, would find a method of utilizing them. 
But the work of replacement is usually 
gradual, and the product on any given day 
and mile of track small. It must be re- 
membered, too, that a railway tie, after it 
has lain in the ground for a few years, ex- 
posed to constant wettings and dryings, is 
a pretty poor piece of timber. As fuel it 
would only be better than no fuel at all, 
and we have not quite come to that yet, As 
a matter of fact, it is only the uncertainty 
as to when the strike may end that has 
raised the ordinary substitutes for coal to 
such abnormal prices. Were it certain that 
mining will not be resumed for a year, for- 
eign coal would appear in our markets 
within a very few weeks, at prices within 
reason, and our still enormous supplies of 
hard wood could also be drawn on. And of 
soft coal in its various qualities we have 
inexhaustible quantities, and we could soon 
make satisfactory arrangements to use it 
for all purposes if the hope of getting an- 
thracite were definitely removed. Thea con- 
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viction that the strike may end any day 
keeps everything in confusion—and sets 
people to talking about burning old railway 
ties. 


—It is to be presumed that Commissicner 
WILLIAMs’s reason for detailing at such 
length in his annual report the abuses 
which marked the conduct by his prede- 
cessor, or predecessors, of the Immigration 
Bureau was to explain and justify changes 
and reforms that have been instituted by 
himself. Otherwise it is hard to see just 
why all these ancient scandals have been 
raked up at just this time and in just this 
way. The Commissioner's revelations, it 
must be confessed, are surprising rather 
for their number than for their quality. 
The general impression, created by the oc- 
casional “ investigations ’’ which have been 
the means of removing officials who had 


outlived their usefulness—or their “ pull ’’—- 


has been that the condition of the Immi- 
gration Bureau was, to say the best of it, 
no better than it should be, and, to the 
common knowledge, the influence there of 
** politics "’ has always hampered the honest 
and competent members of the staff and 
shielded the dishonest and incompetent 
ones. Time and again it has been proved 
that the unfortunate immigrants were 
abused or robbed, but it has remained pos- 
sible to hope more or less confidently that 
these wrongs were sporadic, and that the 
System was on the whole as good as the 
laws it was supposed to carry into effect— 
which wasn’t to say very much for the 
system. Now comes Commissioner WILL- 
IAMS, with a report that makes a truly 
frightful showing, and if his charges can be 
substantiated by evidence they gught to 
get no inconsiderable number of people into 
jail. Hitherto, changes of administration 
at the bureau have brought in new men 
rather than new methods, for the incubus 
of politics has never been removed en- 
tirely, and the business of caring for the 
immigrants and protecting the country 
from undesirable additions to its popula- 
tion has too often been a mere incident 
to the furthering of personal and party 
ends. But now, to judge from Commis- 
sioner WILLIAMS’s unsparing denunciation 
of the practices of the past, we are to 
have things done on a new principle, and 
the immigrants are to have their feelings 
as well as their rights respected. The 
prospect is almost dazzling. 


A STATEMENT FROM MR. BAER. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In reply to your editorial of this morning 
I beg to say: 

First—The Governor of Pennsylvania has 
been called upon, not only by the other op- 
erators and myself, but by the Sheriffs of 
every county in the anthracite region, to 
assist in the enforcement of the law. The 
facts have been communicated to him, and 
he is kept fully informed through his own 
officers as to the crimes which have been 
‘daily and nightly committed ever since the 
pumpmen were ordered out for the purpose 
of destroying the mines, and have hitherto 
prevented and are still preventing the re- 
sumption of work in our collieries. 

Second—Before the strike began our em- 
ployes were informed by placards which 
were posted at every breaker that if they 
would continue to work they would be paid 
the same rate of wages as they had been 
receiving since 1900, and since the strike 
began these notifications have been kept 
constantly before the eyes of the employes. 
In addition to other statements upon the 
subject, which have been made from time 
to time from the beginning of the strike, 
the report of the interview with Senators 
Quay and Penrose was printed in every 
newspaper in the anthracite region, and 
has been reprinted in pamphlet form and 


translated into other languages, and thou- 
sands of copies have been distributed, and 
every Assistant Superintendent and boss 
has been instructed to give full information 
to every employe whom he could reach. We 
have also repeatedly said that if the men 
have grievances they would be considered 
at each colliery where they worked and 
fairly passed upon. 

You will thus see that months ago we an- 
ticipated your suggestion, and have been 
acting upon it repeatedly ever since, and 
propose to continue to do so, and you may 
feel assured that every man in the entire 
mining region is fully informed as to the 
temms and conditions upon which work may 
be resumed, and understands that if our 
miners will go back they will be paid the 
same fair wages they were receiving at the 
time the strike began, and that if any real 
grievances exist they will be examined into 
and corrected.

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REPUBLICAN SENATE 
CONVENTION'S UPROAR 


William H. Smith Nominated in the 
Nineteenth District. 


Appeals for the Renomination of Sena- 
tor Slater by William Sherer and 
ex-Judge Olcott—Hisses for 
Leader Strasbourger. 


Harmony was not a distinctive feature of 
the Republican Convention in the Nine- 
teenth Senate District last evening before 
it named ex-Assemblyman William H. 
Smith of the Twenty-third Assembly Dis- 
trict to succeed Senator Samuel Scott Slater 
in the upper branch of the Legislature. 
Some very severe remarks were uttered by 
William Sherer, manager of the Clearing 
House; ex-Judge W. M. K. Olcott, and 
others. 

A storm of hisses greeted every mention 
of the name of Tax Commissioner Samuel 
Strasbourger, the Republican leader of the 
Thirty-first Assembly District, although 
the convention was held in his district 
headquarters, The displeasure that many 
manifested toward Mr. Strasbourger was so 
strong that Mr. Sherer regretfully called at- 
tention to it. 

Senator Slater, a resident of the Thirty- 
first Assembly District, sought a renomin- 
ation. He had the support of the 107 del- 
égates from the Twenty-first Assembly 
District. Harvey T, Andrews, an Assistant 
United States Appraiser, also a resident of 
the Thirty-first, desires to go to Congress. 
Leader Abraham Gruber of the Twenty- 
first and Leader Samuel Strasbourger ‘of 
the Thirty-first, with others, agreed some 
months ago to support Slater for renom- 
ination, and Assemblyman William 8S. Ben- 
net of the Twenty-first Assembly District 
for Congress. It was supposed that the 
agreement would be lived up to, but re- 
cently Mr. Strasbourger notified Mr. Sla- 
ter that his delegates would support Wili- 
iam H. Smith for Senator, and that in re- 
turn the delegation from the Twenty- 
third District would give their votes to 
Harvey T. Andrews for Congress. 

The convention was heid in the assembly 
hall of the Central Republican Club of the 
Thirty-first District, at One Hundred and 
Twenty-seventh Street and Lenox Avenue. 
The 107 delegates from the Twenty-first 
District, headed by Mr. Gruber, arrived in 
a body, but had to cool their heels for 
more than half an hour in a narrow stair- 
way until it pleased the people in control 
to open the doors. Somebody remarked: 
‘*Strasbourger is not so good as Devery; 
the ex-Chief never broke his word.’’ Col. 
Gruber said: “‘ The first thing Strasbourger 
knows there will be an independent ticket 
in the field.’’ 

Col. Gruber and his men went into the 
room without surrendering the coupon tick- 
ets that had been provided. Mr. Stras- 
bourger and others charged him with at- 
tempting to pack the hall and declared 
that nothing would be done until all ex- 
cept delegates were excluded, even if the 
roll was not called until morning. 

When Mr. Strasbourger approached the 
platform at one time there were cries of 
‘Three cheers for Abe Gruber, who never 
broke his word!’ ‘‘ Three cheers for Gru- 
ber, the man who never welched!” Mr. 
Strasbourger colored to the temples and 
requested Dr. Foster F. Potter to call the 
assemblage to order. Epithets and uncom- 
plimentary remarks were bandied while the 
delegates were finding seats. 

At 9:15 o’clock Dr. Potter began the call- 
ing of the roll on a motion to make Ernest 
F.. Eilert pf the Twenty-third District Tem- 
porary Chairman. On the roll call William 
Sherer and Edward 8S. Clinch of the Thir- 
ty-first District were substituted for dele- 
gates elected in the Twenty-first. 

When Chairman Bilert, who was made 
permanent presiding officer, declared nomi. 
nations in order, Mr. Sherer ascended the 
platform and made a powerful plea for the 
renomination of Senator Slater. 

“ Vote,” he said, ‘“‘ in accord with the dic- 
tates of your conscience, and not with a 
desire to get even with somebody for some- 
thing done or yet to be done. It is a mis- 
take to make experiments when you have 
the tried article. Senator Slater is no Gov- 
ernment official, but he has served his 
party and the people so well as to earn the 
commendation of President Roosevelt, Gov. 
Odell, and others. But he has made ene- 
mies because he was not an insincere hand- 
shaker, end is not popular along the lines 
that do not lead to glory, but often lead to 
destruction. 

“As American citizens you should vote, 
and not to record the wishes of two or 
three men. I have been told that I am 
inimical to the organization because I asked 
Senator Platt, with his supposed mighty 
influence to intercede in behalf of a worthy 
public servant. I am proud that I did so. 
I did it for the best interests of the party. 
If you want to galvanize the methods of 
Tammany in Republican Conventions retri- 
bution will sure y come. I nominate for 
Senator Samuel Scott Slater, a man I re- 
spect and admire and one I believe who 
would not be hissed in his own home.” 

‘“‘Strasbourger may be in domination, 
but he is not in nomination,’’ Mr. Gruber 
shouted. — 

Court Clerk Moses M. McKee, leader in 
the Twenty-third District, named William 
Hi. Smith for Senator, declaring him to be 
the favorite son of the Twenty-third Dis- 
trict. 

Alfred R. Page of the Thirty-first Dis- 
trict, in seconding the nomination of Mr. 
Smith, said that the election district Chair- 
men in the Thirty-first had declared 37 to 6 
for Andrews and against Mr. Slater, a re- 
mark that brought Mr. Sherer to his feet 
with a contradiction. He said none had 
uttered a word against Slater, but both 
nominations could not go to the same dis- 
trict and a worthy man (Slater) had been 
sacrificed to gratify the vaulting ambition 
of a Federal office holder inexperienced in 
legislative work. 

“T have nothing to say against Senator 
Slater,’””’ Mr. Page remarked. 

“You can’t,”’ shouted several delegates. 

‘“*T can and I could, but I will not,’’ Mr. 
Page replied. 

Ex-Judge Olcott then pleaded for Sen- 
ator Slater’s renomination. Seeing that his 
argument was unheeded, he said: 

‘*T don’t expect to convert any vote that 
cannot be intellectually converted. There 
is nothing urged against Mr. Slater, except 
the anonymous attack of Mr. Page. And if 
Mr. Page knows aught against Mr. Slater 
this is the time and the place for him to 
make it.’’ 

A vote was then taken, Mr. Smith receiv- 
ing 177 to 108 for Mr. Slater. Edward 


Coughlin of the Thirty-first voted for the } 


present Senator. 


MR. ELSBERG RENOMINATED. 


Senator Nathaniel A. E!lsberg was renomi- 
nated in the Fifteenth District last night 
by a vote of 120 to 55 for Assemblyman 
John A. Weekes, Jr., of the Twenty-fifth 
Assembly District. 

The convention was held in Tuxedo Hall, 
Madison Avenue and Fifty-ninth Street, 
and considerable feeling was manifested 
toward the supporters of Weekes. William 
Brookfield presided. 

The name of Senator Elsberg was pre- 
sented by Gen. Anson G. McCook, and the 
nomination was seconded by George W. 
Wickersham. W. H. Wadhams urged the 
claims of John A. Weekes, Jr., and he was 
followed by Arthur Sturges.

RECORD-BREAKING GOLD 
DEPOSIT IN TREASURY 


Vaults Now Hold $590,506,825 
Worth of the Yellow Metal. 


An Increase of $19,204,192 During Sep- 
tember—Customs Receipts $7,000,- 
000 More than During Same 
Month Last Year. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—The first quar- 
terly period of the fiscal year 1903 closed 
yesterday with a highly favorable showing 
for the Treasury. At the close of the first 
month of the quarter there was a deficit 
of nearly $9,000,000. This was reduced by 
the operations of August to $1,552,064. The 
Statement issued to-day for September 
fhows that the excess of receipts for the 
month was $11,025,583, and for the three 
months $9,009,909. The September business 
Was unusually large, the customs receipts 
having reached a total of $26,225,777, an in- 
crease of $7,000,000 over the corresponding 
month of last year. There was also an in- 
crease of more than $2,000,000 in internal 
revenue receipts, compared with those for 
August, although compared with Septem- 
ber, 1901, there was a falling off of $2,600,- 
000. 

For the month just closed the total re- 
ceipts were $48,580,381, against $44,434,423 
for the same month of last year. The ex- 
penditures for the month show an increase 
Over those for September, 1901, of $5,000,- 
000, and aggregated $37,554,798. 

As a result of the increased receipts for 
September the deficit of the two previous 
months is wiped out and the available cash 
increased by $11,761,893, that fund now 
Standing at $221,253,304. Of that $136,124,- 
771 is gold, an increase since Aug. 31 of 
$21,467,077. The total of the gold fund, 
which includes the reserve and trust funds, 
is $590,506,825, an increase of $19,204,192 
during the month. This is the largest sum 
of gold ever held by the Treasury, and it 
is perhaps the largest amount of gold held 
in any one place in the world. 

The amount of Government paper cut- 
rency in circulation exceeds that of one 
month ago by about $4,000,000. The

The amount of public funds deposited 
‘with the National banks to secure Govern- 
™ment deposits is $126,102,430, an inerease 
since the ist of September of over $8,000,- 
000. There is also held by the depository 
banks nearly $8,000,000 to the credit of dis- 
bursing officers, which is about the average 
amount held on that account. 

The total receipts for the 
ended with Sept. 30 were %146,491,885, 
against $142,148,888 for the correaponding 
period of 1901. Eliminating the receipts 
from miscellaneous which show 
an increase in favor of the current year of 
nearly $3,000,000, the receipts from the two 
revenue sources were $136,171,933, an in- 
crease over last year of $1,477,170. 

The growth of the import trade is shown 
by the fact that the customs receipts are 
upward of $15,000,000 in excess of those for 
the three months of 1901, which sum is 
nearly offset by the decline in internal rev- 
enue receipts, the falling off from that 
source having been $13,974,827. This sum is 
below the average of the loss of revenue 
which was estimated in Congress when the 
bill to abolish war taxes was under con- 
sideration.

FLAG OF TRUCE IGNORED 
BY COLOMBIAN REBELS. 


They Fire at a Government Gunboat— 
Order by Commander McLean 
Regarding Fighting in Bay 
of Panama. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—Secretary of the 
Navy Moody has received the following 
cablegram from Commander McLean of the 
Cincinnati at Colon: 

“ At friendly meeting with the Governor 
of Panama Sunday there was a tacit agree- 
ment in regard to American protection of 
the transit. The Governor will make visit 
to me in this ship within a few days. He 
has accepted offer of a complimentary 
escort of 4 company of the naval force, 
which will be in addition to usual train 
guard. 

“Within the last few days one gunboat 
of Colombia displayed flag of truce, at- 
tempted to communicate with the revolu- 
tionary force at a place about twelve miles 
from Panama, but was fired upon from the 
shore and returned fire. One man seriously 
wounded of the Colombian force. 

“T have announced that even action of 
the gunboats of either of the parties will 
not be permitted in the Bay of Panama, 
Colombia, within gunshot of the line of the 
transit of the isthmus, including wharves 
and anchorage of vessels connected with 
traffic on the isthmus.”’

CITY CLUB HEARS OF CHARITIES. 





The City Club held its first meeting since 
last Spring last evening, at 19 West Thir- 
ty-fourth Street. Charities Commissioner 
Homer Folks told some of the things which 
his department had accomplished in the 
last six months. Among these was the do- 


ing away with the annoyances caused by a 
group of undertakers, who annoyed rela- 
tives of any person who died in a city hos- 
pital in their effort to get business. 

Among other new conditions, said Mr. 
Folks, was the establishment of a special 
list of husbands who were supposed to have 
deserted their wives and families. Often, 
he said, the “‘deserting’’ husband simply 
moved around the corner for a few days 
and when the child or children had been 
comfortably provided for by the Charities 
Department the ‘“ deserter’’ would. return 
and join his wife. 

The Municipal Lodging House, in First 
Avenue, he said, had also been greatly im- 
proved in the last half year, separate apart- 
ments having been built for women of com- 
arative refinement who happened to need 
he temporary shelter afforded by the insti- 
tion. On Blackwell's Island, the Commis- 
sioner said, the changes had principally 
been in connection with the City Hospital 
for Nurses, where female nurses had been 
substituted for men. Some remarkable in- 
stances of improvement among the patients 
in the Hospital for Consumptives were cited 
by Mr. Folks. Several changes were men- 
tioned as having been made during the last 
six months at the Almshouse on Black- 
well's Island, notably in regard to the im- 
provement of the food.

MITCHELL ASKED IF HE 
WILL END THE STRIKE 


Abram S. Hewitt’s Reply to Com- 
ments on Bar Harbor Interview. 


Coal, Not Discussion, Wanted by the 
Public that Has Had Its Patience 
Exhausted—Reign of Terror 
Should Cease. 


In reply to a communication from Presi- 
dent Mitchell of the United Mine Workers, 
Abram 8. Hewitt sent the following open 
letter yesterday: 

“New York, Oct. 1. 

“Dear Sir: In a brief note I acknowl- 
edged the receipt of your letter of the 12th 
of September and stated that as soon as I 
was relieved from the accumulation of cor- 
respondence due to my long absence I would 
send a formal reply to your complaint that 
I had ‘assailed me (you) personally and 
made charges that are without foundation 
in fact.’ You do me the justice to express 
the opinion that I would not make any 
assertions in regard to you and your ac- 
tions which I did not believe to be true. In 
my previous note I assured you that I had 
never consciously, either in public or in 
private, impugned your personal character. 

‘“T have prepared a formal and some- 
what exhaustive reply to your letter, but, 
in view of your manifesto, which appeared 
in the papers of Monday last, in reply to 
Mr. Baer’s statement and my Bar Harbor 
interview, asserting that these declarations 
‘disclosed a well-defined purpose to con- 
fuse and cloud the real issues which result- 
ed in the coal strike and an attempt to 
divert attention from the actual issues in- 
volved’ I concluded to withhold the letter 
from the press, although it is at your ser- 
vice if you desire to see it. It will not be 
pleasant reading, and I do not wish to add 
one word which will tend to aggravate the 
present situation, already deplorable beyond 
endurance. 

“In all your comments upon my Bar 
Harbor interview you have assumed that 
I am the champion of the operators and the 
opponent of the United Mine Workers. A 
greater mistake cannot be made. I did not 
take sides with either party to the contro- 
versy, but endeavored to show, from the 
point of view of a man who had devoted 
many years to the study of the relations 
of capital and labor, that the policy which 
you had adopted in the strike was contrary 
to the spirit and genius of American insti- 
tutions, and that the operators could not 
treat with your organization without vio- 
lating their obligations as trustees of the 
owners of the cbal property, many thou- 
sands in number, and their duty as citizens 


of a free country. In this view I am glad 
to say that I am sustained by the weighiy 
opinion of Bishop Talbot, whose sincerity 
and knowledge of the facts cannot be called 
in question. He has spoken the last word 
on the subject, and you cannot do better 
than act on the advice of this eminent 
prelate and recognized friend of the miners 
in his diocese. 

‘Whatever issues may have been origi- 
nally involved in the unfortunate contro- 
versy culminating in the strike, I am sat- 
isfied that the time has passed when the 
public will pay any attention to any state- 
ments from you or Mr. Baer or from ine. 
The patience of the public is exhausteu. 
They want coal and not discussion and 
recrimination. They want the reign of ter- 
ror which prevails in the anthracite region 
to cease and to cease at once. They see 
that the operators are doing all in their 
power to reopen and work the mines. They 
see that you are doing all in your power to 
prevent the mines from being worked. They 
know that one word from you will end the 
strike, which has brought ruin to every 
interest and disgrace upon the American 
name. 

“Why do you not speak this word? You 
say that the miners’ union does not object 
to working with non-union men. The op- 
crators say that they do not object to the 
employment of union miners. Here, then, 
both sides are in accord. 

“You say that the miners’ union does 
not demand recognition. The operators sey 
that they will not recognize the miners’ 
union. Here again there is an agreement 
between the parties. 

‘You say that the miners’ union demands 
that the matters in dispute shall be sub- 
mitted to arbitration. The operators say 
that they are ready, and always have been 
ready, to submit to arbitration any griev- 
ances with their own employes which can- 
not be settled by conference and concilia- 
tion. As to arbitration, then, there is no 
difference of opinion, unless you insist 
that the arbitrator on behalf of the miners 
shall be selected by the United Mine Work- 
ers of America, of which you are the 
President. If you take this ground, you 
demand recognition of your organization by 
the operators, which you have heretofore 
disclaimed. Unless, therefore, you go back 
upon your open declarations as to recogni- 
tion there is no reason why the strike 
should not be called off at once. For any 
delay, with all its calamitous consequences, 
you alone will be responsible. 

“‘In your letter to me you say: ‘ As far 
as the question of arbitration is concerned, 
I have never asked that I be a party to the 
arbitration of the questions at issue in 
the coal fields’; and later you add: ‘The 
truth is that if my personality stood in 
the way of an honorable settlement of the 
coal strike, I would willingly resign my 
position or withdraw from the contest.’ 

“In view, therefore, of the demonstra- 
tion which I have made, that there are 
no differences as to the employment of 
union and non-union labor, or as to the 
recognition of the miners’ union, or as to 
the propriety of arbitration, and of your 
declaration that you will not let your per- 
sonality stand in the way of a proper set- 
tlement, will you give the proof of your 
sincerity by taking immediate steps to call 
off the strike, and thus bring to an end 
the reign of violence, which must be as 
abhorrent to you as it is to every good citi- 
zen? Any delay on your part will simply 
place the responsibility upon yeur shoul- 
ders, but prompt action will certainly be 
gratefully acknowledged by the general 
public, whose patience is now exhausted, 
and who will no longer endure the inter- 
ruption to work by violence, which will end 
ony when the strike is called off, or the 
authorities of Pennsylvania shall adopt the 
sternest measures of repression. 

“If, when this strike shall be over, the 
United Mine Workers could be induced to 
declare that they will never inaugurate 
another strike, or engage in a boycott, but 
will devote thelr energies and resources to 
the maintenance of industrial peace; and if 
the owners of the coal mines would under- 
take to devote a fixed royalty to the im- 
provement of the social conditions under 
which the mines are operated, as I have 
advocated for the last twenty-five years, 
some compensation will accrue to the public 
for the vast losses in wages, in profits, in 
the interruption to business caused by a 
contest which ought never to have existed 
and from which no one has profited but 
the owners and miners of soft coal.

THREE MORO FORTS CAPTURED. 


Capt. Pershing Has Little Difficulty in 
Winning His Latest Victory. 


MANILA, Oct. 1.-The Maciu Moros in 
Mindanao have offered but slight resist- 
ance to the clumn under Capt. J. J. Persh- 
ing of the Fifteenth Cavalry. 

After a series of skirmishes on Monday 
and Tuesday of this week the Moros re- 
treated into six forts on the shores of the 
lake. When a courier left Maciu yesterday 
for Camp Vicars, Capt. Pershing was pre- 
paring to assault the last Moro stronghold. 

The American column reached the former 
camp at Maciu Sunday night. On Monday 
the Moros opened fire on them with a brass 


cannon and rifles from a series of new forts 
which had béen erected since Capt. Per- 
shing’s first visit to the place. 

The battery, under Capt. William 8S. Mc- 
Nair, scaled a ridge commanding the posi- 
tion of the Moros and shelled them out. 
The engineers, under Capt. Jay J. Morrow, 
had constructed a trail over the swamp 
flanking the Moro position. The men of 
Capt. Pershing's column crossed the swamp 
by the trail and captured and destroyed 
three of the Moro forts. The Moros stood 
but a short while, and ran as soon as the 
artillery opened on them. 

Capt. Pershing has been ordered to de- 
stroy the forts unless the Moros make 
peace. Twenty Moros were killed and many 
were wounded. There were no casualties 
among the Americans.

Part of Bach’s “Christmas Oratorio” 
Sung Last Evening—A Work by 
F. S. Converse Performed in 
the Afternoon.

WORCESTER, Mass., Oct. 1.—Two of the 
six parts into which Bach's “ Christmas 
Oratorio” is divided were sung in this 
evening’s festival concert. The soloists 
were Mme. Marie Zimmerman, Miss. Janet 
Spencer, Theodore Van Yorx, and Frederic 
Martin. 

A choir of boys from a local church as- 
sisted in the chorales, which were the most 
satisfactory features of the performance. 
In the more highly developed numbers the 
chorus was not at its best. All the soloists 
were well up to the demands of the difficult 


work, and it was especially agreeable to 
note the perfect mastery of oratorio style 
that Van Yorx has acquired. 

Another feature of the evening concert 
was an aria by Volkmann, called “Sappho, 
which was sung by Mme.

ARE FULLY APPROVED 


High Legal Authorities Indorse 
Rights of New Company. 


FOREIGN JURISTS WHO AGREE 


M. Waldeck-Rousseau Concurs—French 
Courts Which Confirm Position 
of the American Company. 


William Nelson Cromwell, general coun- 
sel for the New Panama Canal Company, 
who returned Tuesday from Paris, where 
he went to examine the titles of the Pan- 
ama Canal property, gave out a statement 
yesterday disclosing the results of his work 
in France. Mr. Cromwell finds that the 
titles to the property are unquestionable. 
He says in his statement: 

“During six weeks of consecutive exami- 
nation I prepared and delivered to Attor- 
ney General Knox in Paris and to his spe- 
cial assistant, Mr. Russell, every convey- 
ance, decree, concession, or other document 
relating to the properties of the New Pan- 
ama Canal Company, from its inception in 
1878 to this hour, showing a complete and 
perfect chain of title in the New Panama 
Canal Company, and its unquestionable 
power to convey the canal, the plant, con- 
cessions, and other property to the United 
States, free and clear of all liens or claims 
of any kind. 

“Immediately after the passage of the 
Spooner law I delivered to the Attorney 
General the opinion of my firm upon all the 
legal questions involved, and placed at the 
service of the Attorney General every doc- 
ument and record of the canal company; 
but as the questions involved are governed 
by the law of France, and not by the law of 
the United States, I deemed it my duty, 
both to my client and to the Government of 
the United States, to submit our opinion to 
the most eminent lawyers of France. 

“I have the gratification of saying that 
after the most exhaustive examination M. 
H. Du Buit, late President of the Bar As- 
sociation of France; M. Léon Devin, former 
President of the Bar Association of France, 
and M. Paul Gontard, counsel in France for 
the New Panama Canal Company, and M. 
Henri Thieblin, counsel for the liquidator 
of the old company, and M. Limbourg, 
counsel for the representative of the bond- 


holders of the old company, who are un- 
questionably leaders of the bar of France, 
delivered opinions ge oyen! concurring 
in our opinion and fully sustaining the ti- 
tles and powers of the company. 

“Belleving that it would be a satisfac- 
tion to this Government to also have the 
opinion of such a great authority as M. 
Waldeck-Rousseau, whose pre-eminent po- 
sition in France is universally acknowl- 
edged, and who has just resigned the Pre- 
miership of France to resume the practice 
of his profession, in which he has no supe- 
rior, and realizing that he would view the 
whole subject in a statesmanlike as well as 
lawyerlike manner, I submitted all the doc- 
uments and questions to him, and have re- 
ceived his elaborate opinions, indorsing the 
opinion which we had delivered to this Giv- 
ernment, and, in addition, giving his con- 
clusions that the title to the property is 
erfect and absolute and that the United 

tates will acquire a complete and valid 
title thereto, free from any possible compli- 
cations from creditors or stockholders of 
the old company. 

‘While the titles of the company needed 
no confirmation, it is a fortunate circum- 
stance that in February last a bondholder 
of the old company raised certain ques- 
tions in the course of the liquidation of the 
old company designed to interfere with the 
consummation of the sale to the United 
States. The company, the liquidator, and 
the a hype of the bondholders boldly 
met these questions and forced them to a 
decision, so that since the passage of the 
Spooner law the civil tribunal of the Seine 
on July 3 last rendered a decision confirm- 
ing the position of the New Panama Canal 
Company and adjudging that the bondhold- 
ers of the old company were conclusively 
bound by the preceding decrees of the 
court. 

‘“‘An appeal was taken by the defeated 
bondholder to the Court of Appeals, before 
which the question was argued during my 
visit, and on Aug. 5 a decision was rendered 
in absolute confirmation of the previous de- 
cision. The defeated bondholder has aban- 
doned further contest. Thus tne proposed 
sale to the United States has been judicial- 
ly approved. 

“It should be remembered that all ques- 
tions involved in the transfer are governed 
by the law of France and that the courts of 
France have finally and conclusively adju- 
dicated every question in favor of the New 
Panama Canal Company. 

‘“‘In my judgment it only remains to con- 
clude a treaty with Colombia to fully satis- 
fy the provisions of the Spoorier law. That 
treaty has been nearly agreed upon, only 
three or four points being still under dis- 
cussion. The present troubles on the isth- 
mus have no bearing upon this question. 
When the United States concludes a treaty 
with Colombia it will be an easy matter 
for the United States to protect the zone 
over which it will acquire special rights.” 


REAR ADMIRAL JOUETT DEAD. 


Retired Naval Officer with Brilliant 
Record Dies at His Home 
in Maryland. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—Rear Admiral 
James E. Jouett, United States Navy, re- 
tired, died at his home, The Anchorage, 
Sandy Spring, Md., this morning. 

The funeral will take place at 11 o’clock 
on Friday from the home of Col. J. M. Mor- 
gan, in this city. The interment will be 
made at Arlington with full military hon- 
ors. Admiral Dewey and a number: of 
prominent naval officers and also Senator 
Blackburn have been invited to act as pall- 
bearers. 


Rear Admiral James Edward Jouett, who 
was popularly known throughout the navy 
as “ Fighting Jim Jouett of the American 
Navy,” had a long and distinguished rec- 
ord as a naval officer and was one of the 
best known men connected with the scr- 
vice. ? 

He was a member of a well-known Ken- 
tucky family and was born in Lexington, 
the centre of the Blue Grass region, Feb. 
27, 1828. 

Admiral Jouett entered the Naval Acade- 
my in 1841, graduating in 1847. 

Throughout the navy Admiral Jouett's 
reputation for clearness of perception and 
quick action was second to that of no of- 


ficer who ever served under the American 
flag. As an executive officer he enjoyed 
the reputation, in his day, of being the best 
sailor in the service, his ability to handle 
a ship under any circumstances still being 
often referred to by the older naval officers 
as a model for the younger officers to fol- 


ow. 
During the civil war Admiral Jouett was 
one of the officers attached to the flect 
commanded M4 J Farragut at the battle of 
Mobile, and his conduct at this battle was 
one of the bright particular pages in Ad- 
miral Jouett’s career. As a ieutenant 
Commander, commanding the Metacomet, a 
wooden side-wheeler, he so handled that 
vessel as to receive the highest praise from 
his distinguished commander and the Navy 
Department at Washington. The Meta- 
comet in that engagement was lashed to 
the side of the Hartford, Admiral Farra- 
gut's flagship, as a matter of protection. 
At Galveston, in 1861, Admiral Jouett 
ained National notoriety for an especially 
rilliant and hazardous expedition to cap- 
ture the Confederate vessels Royal Yacht 
and General Rush. In launches, with forty 
men under his command, Jouett went after 
the rebel craft, and after a severe engage- 
ment, succeeded _in boarding and destroy- 
ing the yacht. For this action Jouett was 


ordered to Washington so that he might be ! 


given a command worthy of his gallantry, 
as the Secretary of the Navy expressed it. 

Admiral Jouett commanded the American 
forces on the Isthmus of Panama in 1885 
and succeeded in —- one of the most 
seriovs revolutions in the history of the 
Isthmus. 

Admiral Jouett was a son of Matthew H. 
Jouett, a celebrated artist. In 1852 he 
married Miss Galana Stockett of Howard 
County, Maryland. With her son, James 
Stockett Jouett, she survives the Admiral. 

Admiral Jouett was retired from the 
navy in 1890, Congress, py a special act, 

ranting him full pay for the remainder of 

is life as a reward for hig brilliant ser- 
vices to the country.

A remarkable steeplechase, with a more 
remarkable result, was run at the Graves- 
end track yesterday, when, after all the 
horses save one fell, the stout, cross-coun- 
try mare Miss Mitchell actually won the 
race in a jog trot. Miss Mitchell was the 
outsider in the betting, while the other 
three runners started at about equal prices. 
Hark Forward was the first to fall, but 
going to the Liverpool for the first time 
both Ferocious and Philma Paxton came to 
grief a short time later, and Miss Mitchell, 
who was supposed to be short of work, 
from that time had only to gallop along 
alone. Hark Forward was remounted by 
G. Smith and went on after Philma Pax- 
ton, who had been caught and mounted by 
Monahan, At the Liverpool the second 
time Philma Paxton refused, and that let 


up Hark Forward, who thus got second 

place in the most farcical steeplechase of 
the season. 

In the single stake race of the afternoon, 
the Fort Hamilton Selling, at six furlongs, 
the Western colt Alabarch, from the stable 
of J. A. Drake, and heavily backed by his 
owner, won ridden out by a half length 
from Ascension, the latter running the bet- 
ter race, however.

INQUEST IN CRAFT MURDER. 


Coroner’s Physician Found that Decapi- 
tation Caused Death—Two Men 
Committed as Principals. 
Coroner Jackson yesterday held the in- 
quest into the death of James B. Craft of 
Glen Cove, L. LL, who was decapitated in 
a Tenderloin dive early, last Saturday. 
‘After the jury had rendered its verdict, 
Coroner Jackson held Thomas Tobin, a 
waiter at the Empire, 38 West Twenty- 
ninth Street, where the murder was com- 
mitted; Alexander McAnerney, the bar- 
tender, and Robert S. Kelly, a porter, who 
is Tobin's brother, without bail to await 


the action of the Grand Jury. The three 
men were recommitted to the Tombs, 

Prior to the inquest only Thomas Tobin 
had been held as a principal, but yesterday 
two witnesses went on the stand and gave 
testimony implicating McAnerney, the bar- 
tender. The third prisoner, Robert Kelly, 
the police say, on the day of the murder 
made many misleading statements which 
indicated that he was seeking to cover up 
the crime. John Kelly, said to be a brother 
of Thomas Tobin, and an important wit- 
ness, was also in court. Kelly has been 
missing since the night of the murder, and 
was only captured on Tuesday night. 

Assistant District Attorney Garvan repre- 
sented the District Attorney's Office. 
Henry W. Unger represented Tobin, and 
Robert Kelly, while the interests of Mc- 
Anerney were looked after by Jerry Frau- 
enthal. 

Police Captain Sheehan testified to the 
finding of the nude and headless body of 
Craft in the cellar of the Empire, and of 
the subsequent search among the em- 
bers of the furnace and discovery of the 
missing head. A large number of police- 


men from the Tenderloin Station followed 
their former Captain on the stand. 

Coroner's Physician O'Hanlon testified 
that Craft's death was due to a fractured 
skull, hemorrhage of the brain, and decap- 
itation, 

“Was the man alive when decapitated? ”’ 
asked Coroner Jackson, 

‘* He was,"’ the witness replied. ‘*‘ He was 
first struck on the head, which caused the 
fracture of the skull and cerebral hemorr- 
hage, and while thus rendered unconscious 
his head was cut off,"’ . 

The physician said a superficial examina- 
tion had not disclosed any evidence of 
chloral or poison the stomach of the 
dead man. 

Alexander McAnerney, the bartender, 
who said he had seen Tobin decapitate 
Craft, and who later reported the murder 
at Police Headquarters, was not called to 
the stand. Mr. Unger, Tobin's counsel, 
entered an emphatic protest, and after a 
conference Mr. Frauenthal, who repre- 
sented McAnerney, declined to allow his 
client to testify. 

Three women 


in 


witnesses each gave brief 
testimony. Minnie Moore, who had been 
drinking with Craft on the night of the 
murder, testified that McAnerney had em- 
ployed a ruse to get her from the café. She 
said that up to the time she left there had 
been no quarrel. Ida Craven, the house- 
keeper, swore that all the money she had 
handed over to the waiter, Tobin, on the 
morning of the' murder was $10.25. The 
xolice say the motive for the murder of 

raft was robbery, and Tobin will have to 
explain where he got the balance of the 
$40 found in his possession. 

John Kelly testified that at the time the 
murder was committed he had seen Mc- 
Anerney come down stairs to the Chinese 
restaurant situated under the café, and de- 
mand of the Chinaman in charge there that 
he open the closet where he kept his knives 
for meat. When the latter refused witness 
said he caught him by the neck and nearly 
strangled him. 


YOUNG WOMAN STRANGLED. 


The body of Jennie Larsen, twenty years 
of age, was found yesterday afternoon in 
the rooms of Louis Applerod, who claimed 
to be her uncle, in the third story of the 
five-story tenement at 218 East One Hun- 


dred and Eighth Street. The woman had 
been murdered about a week, according to 
Ambulance Surgeon Donovan of the Har- 
lem Hospital. Several*gashes had been 
made across the abdomen, and there were 
evidences of internal injuries. Gas fixtures 
in the room were open and unlighted. Ap- 
plerod was found near the body of the wo- 
man, which was on the floor. He was 
alive, but in a deep stupor. 

The police of the East One Hundred and 
Fourth Street Station arrested him on sus- 
picion and coMmenced an inveatigation of 
the case under the direction of Inspector 
Kane and Capt. Michael Smith. Applerod, 
who is fifty-three years of age and a con- 
ductor on a First Avenue horse car, re- 
vived enough to say that he had turned on 
the gas with suicidal intent. He would 
say nothing more about the case, except 
that the girl was his niece and housekeeper, 
and that she had arrived from Denmark 
ten days ago. The police learned that the 
woman arrived in the steamship Hekla on 
Thursday of last week 

Coroner Scholer declared that he was al- 
most positive that the girl had been 
strangled to death by a man with whom 
she had struggled. Tenants in the house 
were questioned, but little was learned 
from them about the couple. 

Olaf G. Christian, third mate of the 
steamship Hekla, was arrested last night 
and locked up in the East One Hundred and 
Fourth Street Police Station. He told a 
story about meeting the girl on the steamer 
and leaving her here in a house with a man 
who posed as her uncle.

THE WEATHER. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—The storm centre tn 
the East has moved off Cape Cod, and the 
weather has generally cleared except in New 
England, New York, and New Jersey. The dis- 
turbance Wednesday night over Colorado has 
moved southward, and in conjunction with the 
high area to the northward has caused rains 
from Colorado southward. There were also local 
rains in the north slope and Minnesota. It is 
decidedly colder in the Central Rocky Mountain 
region, the temperature in East Colorado rang- 
ing from twenty to twenty-seven degrees below 
the seasonal average. It is also cooler in the west 
portion of the slope region, the Ohio Valley, the 
lower lake region, southern portion of the South 
Atlantic and East Gulf States, and the Middle 
Plateau. There will be showers Thursday on 
the New England coast, in the northwest upper 
lake region, the Lower Mississippi Valley, the 
Middle and Southern slopes, and in the extreme 
Southwest, and showers Friday in the Mississipp! 
and Ohio Valleys, the south upper lake region, 
and the Gulf States. 

In the Atlantic States and the greater portion 
of the loweF lake region and in the Northwest 
the weather wiil be generally fair. It will be 


warmer Thursday in the Northwest, the Central 
Rocky Mountain region, and the middle plateau, 
and warmer Friday in the Southwest quarter of 
the country. It will be cooler to-morrow in_the 
middie and southern slopes. On the New Eng- 
land coast the winds will be north and fresh, 
except brisk in extreme south portion. On the 
Middle Atlantic Coast the winds will be fresh 
northwest to north. On the South Atlantic 
Coast, light north. On the Gulf Coast, light east, 
except fresh southeast on the west coast. On the 
woper lakes, variable, and on the lower lakes 
light to fresh north, becoming variable.

COTTON.—In spite of dull trade, cotton values 
crept a few points higher again. The market 
opened quiet and firm, with prices 1@4 points 
higher, and continued to improve after the 
call on fairly active covering and some in- 
vestment buying, latter led by strong Wall 
Street interests. The factors which most con- 
tributed to the early strength were bullish Liv- 
erpool cables, smaller receipts, reports of active 
spot demand in the South at full prices, a 
weather chart showing continued rains over the 
greater portions of the belt, and belief that 
Friday’s bureau condition statement for Octo- 
ber would show a decline from the statement 
of Sept. 3. The latter ideas were made ad- 
ditionally ositive by a crop statement by 
The Journal of Commerce, in which the condi- 
tion was reported some 6 points lower than 
last month, to 64.7, and a statement by Mr. 
Theodore H. Price, in which he made the crop 
condition 60.47 per cent. The late private 
crop news was nearly all of bullish tenor, and 
the accounts from Fall River showed a good 
trade at full prices, The commission houses, 
however, reported comparatively tame trade 
for public account, outsiders being content to 
await Friday’s bureau statement before enter- 
ing Into fresh commitments, particularly as the 
coal strike situation was regarded as a menace 
to the stock and money markets, and therefore 
indirectly an influence on the cotton market. 
There was a slight reaction early in the after- 
noon, with the market at the close steady 
and net 1 point lower to 3 points higher. Total 
sales were estimated at 150,000 bales. 

Spot cotton closed quiet, with quotations un- 
changed on the basis of 8%c for middling upland 
and 9%c for middling Gulf. Sales, 415 bales. 
Southern spot markets were telegraphed as fol- 
lows: New Orleans, unchanged, at 84c; Mobile, 
unchanged, at 8c; Savannah, unchanged, at 
8\%c; Wilmington, unchanged, at 8%c; Norfolk, 
unchanged, at 89-16¢; Baltimore, unchanged, at 
8%c; Augusta, 1-32c higher, at 8 7-16c; St. Louis, 
unchanged, at 8c. . Estimated receipts at New 
Orleans are 10,000 to 12,000 bales, compared 
with 7,345 bales actual a week ago, and 8,436 
bales actual last year. At Houston, 15,000 to 
16,000 bales, against 6,522 bales actual last week 
and 8,506 bales actual last year. Galveston will 
have 15,000 to 17,000 bales, compared with 13,- 
479 bales actual last week and 11,914 bales 
actual last year.

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


Price movements on the Stock Ex- 
change yesterday were highly irregular, 
some issues advancing and others declin- 
ing. The volume of trading fell off ma- 
terially, total dealings barely approxi- 
mating 950,000 shares, as compared 
with Tuesday’s figures of practically 
1,200,000 shares. Two explanations were 
offered for the decline in market activ- 
ity, one being the reported indisposition 
of bankers to give their aid or sanction 
to any speculation at this time, and the 
other the desire of operators in the Street 
to await the outcome of the conference 
called by President Roosevelt to discuss 
the coal strike.

1RON AND STEEL SITUATION. 


Discussing the condition of the iron and 
metal trades, The Iron Age to-day will say: 


While the anthracite coal miners’ strike is 
directly or indirectly responsible for much of 
the shortage of pig iron in the East, it is evi- 
dent that even if there had been no strike the 
furnaces of this country would have been unable 
to meet the demand. Foreign sources of supply 
would have been drawn upon. 

Business in pig iron and steel billets for im- 
The demand for 
pig iron comprises Bessemer as well as all 
grades of foundry iron. A sale of several thou- 
sand tons of foreign Bessemer is reported to have 
been made at $22, Boston. The importations of 
foundry pig iron are considerably swelled by 
commission houses purchasing for importation 
on their own account for the purpose of supply- 
ing their customers with pig iron needed for 
quick delivery. The report is incorrect that 
large orders for foreign Bessemer have been 
canceled because it has been found unsuitable 
for American use. Trouble arose in one case 
simply because specifications were loosely drawn. 
The quantity of foreign billets now under consid- 
eration is reported larger than for several months. 
Quite a number of round lots were sold during 
the past week, and further negotiations are in 
progress. German manufacturers have booked 
such a large amount of billet business from this 
side that they are advancing prices. The condi- 
tions governing the foreign trade in steel billets 
are very pecullar, as it sometimes happens that 
if a mill is well supplied with orders for stand- 
ard billets the quotation on standard sizes will 
be advanced above that for odd sizes. 

An interesting development with regard to the 
duty on billets is reported from Philadelphia. It 
is well known that German manufacturers make 
two sets of prices’ on iron and steel products, 
one for the domestic market and a lower price 
The Philadelphia customs officials 


| announce that they will not hereafter recognize 


the German export price, but will base the duty 
on the price which German consumers have to 
pay. This will have the effect of advancing the 
duty on billets possibly $2.24 per ton if the Phila- 
delphia decision is sustained. 

Importations of structural shapes are increas- 
ing. Beams are now laid down in New York 
at 1.80c, duty paid, and angles at 1.90c in not 
less than 500-ton lots, 

The coke situation continues exasperating to 
all classes of consumers. Furnaces in the West 
are again suffering from the non-delivery of 
sufficient coke to keep them in operation, and 
foundrymen in all sections of the country are 
finding their operations badly crippled for the 
lack of enough fuel to run their eupolas. This 
may prove serious if it continues, as it is cutting 
down the consumption of pig iron. It is, how- 
ever, asserted that pig iron manufacturers would 
welcome a falling off in the pressure on them, 
provided that the movement does not go too far. 

The overproduction in the sheet trade has at 
length brought about a sharp cut in prices, which 
had been expected for some time. The reduc- 
tion made by the leading sheet interest during 
the week is $5 per ton. This action had been 
anticipated a week or two before by heavy offer- 
ings by large Western jobbers at prices consid- 
erably under those at which they had previously 
been selling. 

A revision of prices has also been made in the 
wire trade, amounting to about $2 per ton on wire 
nails and $7 per ton on barb wire. 

As we go to press a conference is being held in 
New York between T. J. Shaffer, President, and 
John Williams, Secretary, of the Amalgamated 
Association of Iron, Steel and Tin Workers and 
the Vice Presidents of districts and-a Conference 
Committee of the American Tin Plate Company. 
The conference is for the purpose of resuming 
negotiations in connection with the plan for the 
manufacture of the ‘‘ drawback plates’ in this 
country. The probabilities are that it will not 
be concluded much before the close of this week.

This evidence was considered all the more 
important by the prosecution because it 
authenticated a copy of Chief Croker's let- 
ter in the copybook of the Chief of Depart- 
ment’s Bureau, and set at rest rumors of

CROKER ON THE LIST. 

Oren Root, Jr., Assistant General Man- 
ager of the Interurban Street Railway 
Company, to which the Metropolitan Strvet 
Railway Company was called by 
the prosecution on the charge of violating 
the Constitution, and before his examinu- 
tion was over Mr. Cosby characterized nim 
as ‘“‘an unwilling witness with a poor me:n- 
ory,”’ which the witness resented. 

Mr. Root was calied to explain a letter 
written by him to Secretary Leary in re- 
sponse to one written by Mr. Leary Jan. 
12 last to President H. H. Vreeland, asking 
for a list of members of the departmunt 
holding street railway passes. Mr. Rovt’s 
reply was in effect that he forwarded a list 
of persons, members of the department, ior 
whom passes had been requested, but none 
of whicn had been issued. The list was 
headed by the name of Edward F. Croker. 
It contained about thirty names of Chie/s 
of Battalion, Captains, telegraph operatoivs, 
medical officers, and employes. 

Mr. Root said he had met Chief Croker 
several times. He believed he had received 
from him a request for free transportatiou. 
He could not remember if it was for him- 
self or another person. His “ impression’ 
ws that the request was made on behalf of 
members of the Fire Department, but he 
could not be “‘ absolutely positive.”’ 

Did you receive a letter from the 
Department in January this vear asking 
information of persons in the Fire Depart- 
ment holding free passes? ”’

Mr. Root’s letter to Secretary Leary was 
produced. He said he could not remember 
about it 

Another interesting witness was Andrew 
Freedman, who was called to sustain the 
specification in Charge 5 that Chief Croker 
had cenverted public property to private 
use by sending hore to the Polo Grounds in 
April and May, 100. Mr. Freedman said he 
knew the accused, but did not remember 
any correspondence in regard to Fire De- 
partment hose, A request was made by 
him of the department, at the instance of 
“ommissioner Scannell. for a storage of 
hose for fire protection at the Polo 
Grounds. Personally he never received 
any nor did he know of the receipt of any. 
Hose was received under such conditions 
during the former administration of Com- 
missioner Sturgis, To his knowledge no re- 
quest for hose was ever made to Chief 
Croker. It was addressed to the Fire De- 
partment. He had no letter from Chief 
Croker of April 14, 1900, in reference to di- 
recting Chief Rvan to deliver eight lengtins 
of hose at the Polo Grounds. ending 
“thanks for favors received.’"’ Mr. Freed- 
man did not remember ever having done a 
favor for the Chief. 


AROUSED COMMISSIONER'S

hose to it to be tested?”’

Dr. Cur- 
ry recommended an additional appropria- 
tion for the Peabody Normal! College, with 
the view of making it the strongest and 
best equipped teachers’ college in the South. 
A considerable sum is expended each yea: 
for the maintenance of free lecture courses 
in various cities in the section. Altogether 
the disbursements during the last year were 
in the neighborhood of $80,000, about the 
Same as the preceding year. 

The report of Mr. Morgan, as Treasurer, 
was referred to Judge Somerville and Mr. 
Gilman as an Auditing Committee. The 
fund at present amounts to about $2,000,000.

MOLINEUX MISSING 


Mary Melando and Others Disap- 
pear as Trial Approaches. 


Assistant District Attorney Osborne 
Finds Others in New Jersey Disin- 
clined to Appear—Makes Break 
in Prosecution. 


With the second trial of Roland B. Moli- 
neux for the murder of Mrs. Katherine J. 
Adams only a few days distant, the an- 
nouncement was made yesterday at the 
Criminal Courts Building that several wit- 
nesses against the accused man—one of 
them at least of vital importance to the 
prosecution—are missing. ‘ 

That particularly important witness who 
is missing is Mary Melando. She had been 
in the employ of Molineux for eleven years, 
and on the former trial was considered of 
such importance to the prosecution that 
Assistant District Attorney Osborne, who 
had charge of the case for the people, upon 
finding her a reluctant witness, virtually 
kidnapped her from New Jersey to bring 
her within the jurisdiction of the courts of 
this State. 

Mary, or *‘ Mamie,’’ Melando’s appearance 
as a witness was one of the most dramatic 
events of the Molineux trial. She had kept 
the apartments of Molineux, over the paint 
factory of Hermann & Co., in Newark, 
where the accused man was employed, and 
acknowledged on the that she had 
been greatly befriended by him. Recorder 
Goff himself took her in hand, and drew 
from her the admission that she had seen 
in Molineux’s apartments sheets of the rob- 
in’s-egg blue note paper, with the three in- 
tertwined crescents, whichexactly matched 
the paper said to have been used by Moli- 
neux in writing for patent medicine. Thus 
she furnished the strongest link in the 
chain of evidence which finally sent Moll- 
to the death house at

Sing Sing. 

Assistant District Attorney Osborne, who 
for the last month has spent practically 
all his time in preparing for the new trial 
of Molineux, yesterday announced with a 
great show of disappointment that Mary 
Melando had disappeared. Mr. Osborne 
made the discovery on Tuesday, when he 
went to Newark in connection with the 
case. At the same time Mr. Osborne found 
that, for some reason on which he declined 
to comment, several other witnesses from 
New Jersey had told him they would not 
come over to testify at the forthcoming 
trial. While none of these others rank with 
the Melando woman in importance, the tes- 
timony that did most to convict Molineux 
was given by witnesses from Newark. 

Mr. Osborne would not say that Mary 
Melando and the other witnesses who are 
missing had been spirited away, 
asserted that he had absolute proof to show 
that during the former trial the woman 
had received 310 a week from the repre- 
= of the Molineux interests in New- 
ark. 

Mr.- Osborn declared he was helpless in 
the matter, as the New Jersey law did not 
permit of compelling the attendance of un- 
willing witnesses in another State even in 
criminal cases of first importance. He 
commented on that fact in a bitter vein. 

“It is a nice state of affairs,”’ said Mr. 
Osborne, ‘“‘ when the mere fact that our 
witnesses are on the other side of a stream 
of not very large dimensions is sufficient 
to prevent us from getting them. We have 
been greatly hampered by the New Jersey 
authorities in this case, and yet, in this 
instance, as well as in many others, part of 
the plot, perhaps the most important part, 
has been undoubtedly hatched in New Jer- 
sey. It seems the authorities there should 
be just as anxious as we are to have the 
guilty brought to justice. It is a situation 
which would suggest itself as very practical 
to a criminal and as dangerous in propor- 
tion to this community.

CHILD WITNESS HELD — 
IN STRICT SECLUSION 


Children’s Society Prevents Dia- | 


mond Broker Seeing His Son. 


Lad Had Been Picked Out to Testify 
Against a Theatre— Father De- 
nounces Organization’s Methods. 


E. J. Pelikan, a diamond broker living 
at 51 West One Hundred and Eleventh 
Street, denounced the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Children in un- 
measured terms. last evening for the de- 
tention of his ten year old son Irving, who 
was held as a witness, and for the refusal 
of the officers of the society to permit him 
to see the boy. ’ 

Young Pelikan and a friend, Harry 
Kusher, who lives at the same address, 
went to the Star Theatre, One Hundred 
and Seventh Street and Lexington Avenue, 
yesterday afternoon. They purchased their 
tickets from George Walker of 15 Van- 
dam Street, and had only been in the 
theatre a short time when they were 
singled out of numerous other boys by 
Frank Barclay, of the Children’s Society, 
and taken to the box office. There they 
pointed out Walker as the man who had 
sold them the tickets’, whereupon Barclay 
or@ered Policeman Polinski to arrest the 
man. 

At the One Hundred and Fourth Street 
Police Station Walker was locked up, 
charged with selling tickets to and admit- 
ting persons under age to a public theatre. 
The boys were taken to the society’s rooms. 

On arriving home last evening Mr. Peli- 
kan learned of what had taken place, and 
at once started to seek his son. On arriv- 


ing at the society’s offices he was told he 
could not see the boy until this morning. 
He pleaded with those in charge, but with- 
out avail. Later he called on Dr. Park- 
hurst and obtained a letter from him to the 
officers of the society, requesting them to 
permit him to have a few minutes’ conver- 
sation with his child in order to quiet his 
fears. No attention was paid to the letter, 
and, finding that neither pleading nor 
threats had any effect, the father went 
home. When seen last evening by a re- 
porter for THE NEW YORK TIMEs, Mr. Peli- 
kan said: 

“This is the most outrageous affair I 
have ever heard of. My boy is not under 
arrest and has committed no crime; still 
he is locked up like a common criminal, 
and even his own father is not allowed to 
see him. If that is what the Gerry society 
was organized for, or is its usual mode of 
procedure. J think it’s about time it was 
stopped. Its power must be unlimited, for 
if this case be taken for example, it can 
take any child it finds and spirit him off, 


t lock him up, and detain him as a witness 


despite the sufferings of the parents. My 
boy has never been, away from home a 
night, and I am apprehensive of the out- 
come of this affair, for he is not over 


|} strong. 


‘In addition, I was treated like a do 
by the officers of the society. They abused 
me roundly, and told me to go to court In 
the morning if I wanted to see the boy, 
and not bother them any more. They 
laughed at Dr. Parkhurst’'s letter. I intend 
to follow this matter up and find out if a 
child can be kidnapped by a man because 
he happens to be a Gerry society officer." 

At the society's offices last night it was 
said that this was the second time the Star 
Theatre had come to its notice for having 
admitted children. In addition to the influ- 
ence of the theatre itself, complaints were 
frequent that many of the boys played 
truant in order to attend the performances. 
Young Pelikan, it was said, was held to 
appear against the theatre this morning in 
the Harlem Court. After the trial the boy 
will be given over to his father. 


PARA RUBBER COMPANY. 
New York and Chicago Capitalists In-

The Para Rubber Company, with a cap- 
ital of $5,000,000, has been incorporated by 
New York and Chicago capitalists.

A NEW SILK FRAUD SUIT 


United States District Attorney 
Begins Civil Action. 


Counsel for Defendants Undisturbed by 
the Proceedings—Points Out Incon- 
sistencies—Cause of the Trouble. 


An important step was taken in the silk 
fraud case yesterday, when Gen. Henry L. 
Burnett, the United States District Attor- 
ney, commenced a civil action against A. 8. 
Rosenthal and Martin. L. Cohn, composing 
the firm of A. S. Rosenthal & Co., of 43 
Greene Street, to recover $1,035,899. This 
amount, it is alleged, represents what was 
lost by the Government, together with pen- 
alties due on entries of Japanese silk 
which, it is alleged, were fraudulent. In 
this connection Rosenthal and Cohn were 
held in continued bonds of $30,000 each for 
the Grand Jury by Commissioner Shields 
on Monday, who after his decision intl- 
mated that he had very serious doubts of 
their culpability. 

Ex-Judge Abram J. Dittenhoefer, counsel 
for the accused, sdf he was not disturbed 
at the latest phase in the proceedings when 
seen at his home last evening: 

“This suit is nominally by Gen. Burnett, 
but really by Mr. W. Wickham Smith, the 
special Attorney General appointed by 
President Roosevelt,’’ he said. “In my 
judgment it is nothing more than a bluff. 
We are sure to defeat it. It is absurd on 
its face. 

‘*I want to call attention to this feature— 
a similar suit was commenced some time 
ago against Rosenthal and Fried, compos- 
ing the old firm of A. S. Rosenthal & Co. 
In that suit Mr. Wickham Smith obtained 
120 days’ time to serve hi8 complaint. I 
can now see why he obtained this extension 


of time. 

“It evidentiy is for the reason that on 
the face of the complaint as it was served 
to-day he takes grounds diametrically op- 
posite to the grounds he took before Com- 
missioner Shields. At that time he argued 
that it was immaterial whether the defend- 
ant knew of a discrepancy or had an intent 
to defraud, and that the mere fact of the 
discrepancy of weight was sufficient to 
hold him without any intent whatever. In 
this complaint he alleges that they knew it 


was wrong. Now, if there was no need of 
showing they knew it was wrong, as he 
contended before Commissioner Shields, 
why does he make that allegation in the 
complaint? 

‘* Another—Before Commissioner Shields 
he argued that it was utterly immaterial 
whether the Government lost any money, 
the evidence before the Commissioner being 
that the Government got every cent of 
duty. In this complaint he alleges that the 
Government lost money. Now, if his con- 
tention before Commissioner Shields is 
right, that it is immaterial whether the 
Government lost money or not, why does 
he allege it in this complaint? He had to 
make the argument before Commissioner 
Suields because it was shown no money 
was lost. 

“If he had served this complaint before 
Commissioner Shields I could have shown 
the Commissioner that the contention he 
made before him on these two points were 
repudiated by him-in his own complaint in 
the civil case, which necessarily would 
have been very effective, and for that rea- 
son, on the pretense, I suspect, that he did 
not have time to draw the complaint, he 
got an order of court extending the time to 
serve until after the Commissioner decided. 

“This is simply persecution, not prosecu- 
tion. We are bound to win in the end, and 
I don't care anything about it. It's simply 
done to hammer at my clients, to pound 
and harass them. 

“Tt is an open secret now that Mr. 
Smith’s compensation is being paid out of a 
fund subscribed by private parties, many 
of them rivals in business of my clients.”’ 


JEWISH NEW YEAR CELEBRATION 


Feast of the Trumpets Began at Sunset 
Yesterday—Services in the 
Synagogues. 


Celebration of the Jewish New Year, or 
Feast of Trumipets, began at sunset last 
evening. According to the Jewish calen- 
dar, to-day begins the year 5663. Services 
were held in all the synagogues of the city 
last night, after which in thousands of Jew- 
ish homes 
with interesting observances. To-day a 
large number of Jewish business houses 


will be closed. 

Formal celebration to-day begins at 7 
o’clock this morning. The strictly ortho- 
dox eat nothing until the day’s services are 
over, though the less conservative eat a 
light breakfast before going to the syna- 
gogue. At these services will be the pray- 
ers of homage, the prayers of repentance, 
and the shofroth, or sounding of the trum- 
pet, after which the shofar, or ram's horn, 
will be blown. This blowing of the ram's 
horn is the most solemn rite of the serv- 
ice. The horn is blown nine times, and 
there is a succession of prayers between 
times. In the services are numerous other 
minor observances. The exercises will not 
end until 1 or 2 o'clock In the afternoon.
